IMPROVING MINING SCIENCE—NO, IV, 

Srr,—I again, with your permission, proceed with my questions :— 

17. What is the bearing of lodes that are found most productive 
for copper ?—18. What intersection of lodes is the most productive, 
the right angle or the oblique; and should the crossing be quick, or 
should the lodes run together for some distance ?—19. Have two lodes 
meeting obliquely, and then running together some distance, a better 
chance of collecting ore than a lode crossed by another at right an- 
gles?—20. Why do elvans cause copper and other ores, in almost 
every case, to collect in or near every lode they cross? Is it from a 
something they contain and impart? Then, whatis that something? 
—21, What should copper in solution combine with in lodes to form 
the largest and most paying deposits of ore?) When all the conge- 
nial substances meet that are required to form a good deposit of ore, 
these substances may be said to appear to join hands, and to settle 
down very readily.—22. Are oreslong in forming? About what time? 
—23. Where in England is there a good deposit of copper where sul- 
phur is not extensively combined ?—24, Will ore form in lodes below 
where oxygen penetrates?—25, We see in some copper lodes ore form 
as sulphurets and carbonates; would there have been any oxides and 
carbonates formed if a full supply of sulphur had been present ?— 
26. What substance most readily unites with all ores (excepting tin 
and manganese)?—27, Why should one lode in a district be extra 
rich in ore, and a lode close by, in the same strata, and met by the 
same cross-courses, contain little or none?—28. Why should one lode 
in a mine collect little besides tin, the second copper, the third sul- 
phur, the fourth arsenic, the fifth zinc, the sixth fluorspar, the seventh 
iron? ‘This question may be asked respecting trees also. Man sees 
the same law governing them as lodes; he finds the same law of 
variation, and he finds ten different trees growing out of the same 
soil, the substances of the trees varying as much as the ores do in 
lodes.—29. Has the dip of the strata any effect in forming, or aiding 
the growth of, ores?—30, Nearly all lodes go athwart rocks and 
strata, what is the best direction for a lode to cross the rock or strata? 
All ores, except iron, found in stratified rocks are out of their places, 
and that may be in consequence of iron being so plentiful, and that 
it will combine and form, I may say, with any rock, and in any 
place.—31. Why do large deposits of sulphurous mundic form at 
times deep in a lode without copper, and a good deposit of copper 
form on it?) Was the seed of the copper deficient in the first forma- 
tion of the sulphur?) Aninstance of this occurred at the Penstruthal 
Mine; but it does not often occur, sulphur being in most cases formed 
over copper, and arsenic under,—32, Why should sulphur mundic 
form on most good depositsof copper? Were the copper sources ex- 
hausted before the sulphur, and the latter joined and crystallised 
with iron? In lodes growing lead and zine much depends on the 
rocks of the district. Cornish lead lodes should run between north 
and east. Ina limerock district, as a general rule, they run between 
south and east, as they do also in Wales.—33, At the time large de- 
posits of ore are forming do large quantities pass to the surface in 
gases?—34, Why does silver pass up from a lode even through a good 
deposit of lead, and deposit itself in the gossan on the lead? Has 
it a greater affinity for the iron gossan than for the lead, or was it 
going to the atmosphere? I have seen black earth over a good de- 
posit of lead, up in the alluvial soil, that was four times as rich for 
silver as the lead deposited below.—35, When ore is decaying is it 
carried off in watery solution, or do large portions go to the surface 
as gases? If so, what becomes of it? It is well known that lead 
and copper smelting-works send thousands of tons of metal into the 
air. Also the gases from the voleanic mountains, and the earth's 
gases, go into the air; and lastly, though not least, coal said to be 
all consumed except the ash goes into the air, What becomes of it? 
How is it returned to the earth, as it is bound to come back there? 
The answer that it is brought down by rain will not do for me, as 
most men have seen a rain-guage, and most of them know that rain 
water is nearly distilled water. Are these metals carried above the 
clouds, and there returned as original gases, or may they pass to the 
poles, to re-enter the earth there?) We all know that electricity plays 
off its own freaks in the air—does it liberate these substances? How- 
ever it is done, it must be all returned, pound for pound, or the earth 
could not retain its position,—36, Is ore that is deposited in lodes 
subject to disease, as most things are by nature? From observation, 
I have come to the conclusion that they are, as I have often noticed 
in decaying lodes that they are eaten out with arsenical mundiec 
and arsenic, but sparingly joined in forming any mineral bodies, but 
it is always found about decaying deposits. In speaking of old and 
young lodes, I say there is but little difficulty in distinguishing a 
young or recently formed one from an old lode. When I say young 
lodes, I allude to offshoots from old lodes: they go off as branches from 
trees. Mr. Smyth knows Wheal Arthur: the large lode there is an 
old decaying one, and this I told the agent the first time I saw it, 
and that it would pay nothing. The subject of old and new lodes 
requires some consideration, and I should be particularly pleased to 
hear Mr. Smyth’s views, presuming he does not adhere to the old 
theory of lodes being once only cracks—viz., what in limerock is 
commonly called “swallets,” which are really cracks produced by 
the shrinking of that rock, but in these ore never forms, the only 
thing Lever saw in them being stalactites; whilst this same rock 
generally abounds in metallic lodes, but they are all solid, and cross 
the swallets, in which the stalactites grow downwards, whilst mine- 
rals in the lodes grow upwards, What I want his opinion on is— 
37. Were the lodes and cross-courses we now see formed at the time 
of the world’s creation? I contend that the globe could not work 
for a single day without them, they being its working passages, to 
regenerate, reproduce, and purify all its system, and the thorough- 
fares for the electric current, water, and gases.—38, Lodes swell out 
on each side wherever a large deposit of ore is formed: will these 
lodes after the ore decays again reduce in size, and enlarge again at 
some future period when ore may again re-form; or may offshoots 
go from the old stock, for fresh deposits to form in? I have noticed 
offshoots, with good ore, go off, and the back or upper portion has 
not reached the surface. Before closing this interesting subject I 
would ask my learned friends—39, What is the diamond? ‘They 
may reply that it is carbon ; then I would ask if the diamond grows, 
and is still growing ; or was it formed at the time of the creation, 
or rained down from the clouds; and what is carbon? I shall be 
satistied if I get sound reasons on these things. They may turn and 
ask me—40. What is gold, and how produced? My answer would 
be, it is a yellow metal, of great specific gravity, formed of the es- 
sence of the three gases, and grows, like any other thing, from a 
seed, under God’s own divine law.—41. Whatis silver? Itis a white 
metal, of less specific gravity than gold, produced and grown under 
the same laws and from the same substances, but not in the same 
proportionate parts,—42. Whatis copper? It is a red metal, formed 
under the same laws as gold and silver ; but if I ask to be told what 
either of these metals is composed of, I get no answer,—43, What is 
lead? Itis a blue, ponderous metal, one of the commonest found. 
Its oxide makes good paint. Then I say one of the mass of operat- 
ing chemists should tell us the component parts of so common a sub- 
stance, and why it makes good paint.—44. What is antimony? It 
is also a blue, shining metal, and used extensively as a medicine, 
Then I say no M.D., however skilful, should take the liberty of giv- 
ing living men this substance as a medicine if he cannot tell what it 
is composed of, How does he know that it is useful as a medicine? 
Surely he will not turn round and say that he uses it because his 
father did so before him, I might go the round of all the metallic 
and mineral substances in this way, and get only evasive answers. 
If the working chemist cannot, or will not, give answers to these 
queries, we can only look tothe laboratory of England's Mining School, 
trusting that something will soon be doing there to enlighten us, if 
it be only the elucidation of one of Nature’s laws, or showing the 
contents of a single metal. 

A careful observer may walk a whole day, and he will notice that 
there is not a single inch that he passes over where he cannot de- 
tect Nature’s works, not only in vegetation, but (where the rocks are 
laid open) he may detect native sulphur, if in a mineralised district, 
ooaipg from the rocks by the wayside, Nature is ever working out 





her own laws, and by them man should be guided. It is in this that 

instruction is required, as almost every rock gives signs of its com- 

position by the substance it gives out, thus telling the miner what he 

might find if he only understood these signs. N. ENNOR.

MINING ON THE RHINE—No. II. 


S1r,—The notice of Verneberg (correctly Ferneberg, from Ferne, 
ancient, and Berg, mountain, now called Saint Josephsberg Mines) 
necessitated an investigation of the locality. Leaving Godesberg, 
examining the volcanic hill of Rodenberg, passing the summits west 
of Rolandseck, with their large basaltic upheaves, crossing the ro- 
mantic valley of the Ahrr, with its hot wells and mineral waters, 
coasting the Laacher sea, undoubtedly the crater of an extinct vol- 
cano, about 700 ft. above the level of the Rhine, which is a circular 
sheet of water nearly 14 mile in diameter, beautifully wooded to its 
edge, with a fathomable depth in the centre of upwards of 300 feet, 
having scoria, pumice, and volcanic remains on its margin, I then 
passed west of Nieder Brisiga, examined another extinct crater, 
within which one’s feet sink deep in loose scoriz, pumice, &c.; and 
then, crossing the Rhine, I reached Luiz, with its basalt walls and 
thousand years of history. This town has been for the last two cen- 
turies the centre of the copper, lead, and blende trade of the district ; 
and about a mile up the valley stands the old smelting-works in 
which Herr Rhodius, the father of the present proprietor, invented 
and patented the “wet processes” for the reduction of poor copper 
by means of sulphuric and muriatic acids, which although known to 
many of your readers, might be successfully practiced elsewhere in 
England than Alderley Edge, and by which ores containing 1 per 
cent. are profitably worked in Rhineland, the Hartz Mountains, 
and elsewhere in Germany, and which in passing I will briefly de- 
scribe, The poor sulphides and the poor oxides only are produced 
by the wet or acid processes, the richer ores are all smelted by the 
old process. First, the poor sulphides, from ~ to 3} per cent., are 
roasted in a cupola furnace, about 10 by 3 ft., charged with alternate 
layers of ore and fuel, and when drawn from the bottom and freed from 
sulphur are crushed, thrown into a masonwork basin, about 20 feet 
long by 5ft. deep, having a false bottom of horizontal layers of 
basalt, supported by basalt pillars, about 1 ft. high. Blende, slightly 
roasted and crushed, is placed on the hearth of a retort furnace, and 
raised to a high heat; air is forced into the retort, tofurnish oxygen 
to convert the sulphur in the blende into sulphurous acid gas; this, 
passing through a chimney, enters the vats beneath the crushed ore, 
mixed on its way with steam from a boiler, and passing through the 
apparatus between the horizontal basalt, penetrates the mass of 
crushed ore, and coming into contact with the oxides of copper and 
other metals formed from the sulphides by roasting, the oxygen is 
absorbed and soluble sulphates are produced, and fall in solution to 
the bottom of the vats. From this the fluid is pumped whilst hot into 
wooden tanks built firmly in clay, containing scrap and cast-iron, and 
the copper precipitated as cement copper, containing 35 to 40 per cent. 
of metal, the iron going into solution in its stead. The zine blende 
left in the retorts is utilised, the liquor remaining concentrated passed 
into shallow receivers, and crystallised sulphate of iron (copperas) 
obtained. The mother liquor has a still further use, 

The poor oxides, principally malachite or blue carbonate, which look 
so rich, and so often deceive, contain only on an average 1 to 2 per 
cent. of copper, which is extracted by muriatic acid. The ores are 
broken, placed in large vats, and weak muriatic acid poured over the 
mineral, which is allowed to remain subject to its action ten days. 
The carbonates are converted into chlorides, and precipitated as be- 
fore described. The minerals in Prussia are the exclusive property 
of the Crown; the royalty is 2 per cent. onthe produce. The respon- 
sible officers of the State report periodically on the mines; the report 
is public property. Frauds are thus avoided in statements affecting 
working prospects and in returns, advantages which cannot be over 
estimated by foreign and distant shareholders—indeed, by all inter- 
ested in mining industry.— Bonn, May 14, CORRESPONDENT, 





MINERAL RESOURCES OF LA PLATA, 


Sik,—I am very much obliged by the courtesy of Mr. Childs in 
recognising the usefulness of my communication to you regarding the 
mineral resources of the countries bordering on La Plata. The gen- 
tleman, however, considers my knowledge of the history of those 
States less complete than my acquaintance with their resources. The 
history of those countries isa matter of no importance to the readers 
of the Mining Journal, except so far as it bears upon their present 
and prospective commerce, more especially in connection with the 
subjects to which the Journal is devoted. I wish very much, however, 
that my knowledge of their mineral resources was even one-twen- 
tieth part what I know of their history, for there can be no doubt 
that they will yet yield treasures of mineral and agricultural worth 
of which only scientific men can form a conception. Providential 
events will bring about the period and the means for their develop- 
ment; at present science has gone faster than nature or human pro- 
gress, if the phraseology be conceded. We know that the geological 
formation of vast ranges in those great countries indicate their 
mineral wealth, but we must wait for the men and the events which 
will call them into the service of the world, for the whole world is 
really served when any portion of it is opened up to the interchange 
of commodities, It appears to me that Mr. Childs is in error on 
some points, and I am bound to offer corrections of his statements, 
He describes the policy of Paraguay as “ Japanese.” He no doubt 
thinks of the times of Dr. Francia, the Dictator, but forgets the pro- 
vocation which Francia received from neighbouring States, and that 
the whole policy of Francia, whether legitimate from peculiar cir- 
cumstance, or unjustifiable on any grounds, was reversed by the late 
President Lopez, and that that reversal has been confirmed under the 
administration of his son, the present President. 

Mr. Childs says that Brazil is fighting for the free commerce of 
that mighty confluence of rivers known here under the generic, but 
scarcely correct, designation of La Plata, I am compelled to re- 
mind your correspondent that the present war did not originate in 
any attempt by Paraguay to elose her waters against commerce. 
The origin of the war was the successful attempt by Brazil to force 
the infamous Flores, her protege, upon Uruguay asits tyrant. Para- 
guay declared that the interference of Brazil in the affairs of any La 
Plata territories not her own menaced the independence of Paraguay 
herself, and no one who knows the relations of the empire to the 
neighbouring Republics can doubt the soundness of that opinion. 
Paraguay gave fair warning that any attempt of the Brazilian Go- 
vernment to coerce the Oriental would be considered a casus belli. 
Brazil can have no motive for interfering with either the Banda 
Oriental or Paraguay but that which Buenos Ayres has—the control 
of the waters of the great confluence. She is, therefore, the ally of 
the only part of the Argentine Confederation that has such purposes, 
and is willing to share with Brazil in the exclusive commerce of those 
waters, or in a tributary power over them. 

The gentleman quotes authorities—there are very few authorities, 
indeed, in English of any value on the subject; one might as well 
quote the io Mail about a battle of ironclads and forts as the works 
commonly relied upon about those grand countries, Your corre- 
spondent refers to two gentlemen in support of his view that the 
Paraguayans are the enemiesof freecommerce., His quotations ap- 
pear to meto be unhappy. Asto Quentin, he never was in Paraguay, 
and knew nothing about it but what his Brazilian masters (the ene- 
mies of Paraguay) told him. He had, of course, access to books, and 
he used them with as much freedom and as little acknowledgement 
as any author before or since. He knew little of any of the Plate 
States, nothing of Paraguay. : 

Your correspondent refers to Capt. Page’s exploring expedition, if 
it may be so called, and argues that, as that commodore was fired upon 
by the Paraguayans, they must be accounted enemies to the free na- 
vigation of their waters. There is something very surprising in that 
idea. The Water Witch passed from Corrientes up the River Parana, 
under command of the first-lieutenant of Capt. Page (who was not 
himself fired upon). This circumstance occurred, not before the cap- 
tain investigated those waters, but after. The Paraguayan Govern- 
ment afforded him every facility for surveying its rivers, but unfor- 
tunately the United States Consul, Mr. Hopkins, created a quarrel, 
which the Paraguayan Government considered involved its honour, 


and the result was a prohibition to vessels of war to unrestricted pas- 
sage. Captain Page, afterwards well known asa champion of the 
Southern slave owners, like Consul Hopkins, behaved with arrogance, 
and set at defiance the laws of the country to which he was accredited 
on a peaceful mission, and the Paraguayan Government resented the 
haughty and tyrannical indignity with which it was treated. Capt. 
Page was himself not at all fervent in the interests of free trade in 
any form, and certainly never thought of regarding Brazil as the 
friend of free navigation in those countries, It required many months 
of diplomatic intrigue and argument at Rio Janeiro before Brazil 
would allow him to go higher than Corrumba. 

When in 1853 the Argentine Confederation, after the defeat of the 
infamous Rosas, opened up the navigation within her control, Brazil 
offered every obstruction. A person. must be blind to the conduct, 
policy, and proceedings of the Brazilian Empire who cannot perceive 
that the grand object of its ambition is the subjugation of all the 
Spanish republics, whether on the Pacific or Atlantic; and above 
all, the absolute control of the Plate, Parana, Uruguay, Paraguay, 
and their contributories. If peace and intelligence prevailed with 
the Governments of those countries, and international justice and 
courtesy, the banks of those mighty rivers would soon be covered by 
the cities and habitations of vast multitudes, 

As Mr. Childs signs his name to the letter, I cannot do otherwise 
than also sail under my own colours, and subscribe myself—

THE PROGRESS OF MINING—AS A SCIENCE, AND SOURCE 
OF COMMERCIAL WEALTH. 
GOGINAN, IN THE SILVER-LEAD DISTRICT OF CARDIGASSHIRE, 


Srr,—I recollect one evening, about 26 years ago, Mr. Evans, of 
Ponterwydd, and myself were passing a little idle time in looking over 
the neighbourhood of Goginan, I think with the object of bird shoot- 
ing, certainly with no intention of finding mines, when we suddenly 
came upon large heaps of rubbish at the foot of a somewhat conical 
hill, and in the midst of the waste hillocks there was a large tumulus 
some 60 ft. diameter and 30 ft. high, of circular form. I enquired 
about the rubbish, and from all the information I could get I found 
it belonged to a very noted silver-lead mine of the olden time. The 
waste heaps were the poorest I ever saw, but there was the evidence 
of stamping machinery having been used, a water-course having been 
excavated for the length of a mile to bring in water from a brook 
called Nantyranan, or the Brook of Silver, to the south-east of the 
mine. It is singular in these old mines that the old Welsh names of 
the brooks and hills are indicative of the nature of the produce of the 
country. It is now quite impossible to say at what period in history 
this silver brook obtained its name, but there can be but little doubt 
that it was owing to the hills about it containing veins charged with 
silver, a fact that must have been known for 2000 years, if we can 
believe history. Taking the evidence of the facts before me, the old 
tumulus, which I was informed was called Brenen Goginan, or the 
King of Goginan, and probably was constructed long before Julius 
Cesar poked his Roman nose into this country, the evidence on the 
surface of old Roman levels, and the fact thatthe ore had been cleansed 
by machinery, most probably by the miners of the time of Queen 
Elizabeth, I thought it a sufficiently interesting place for further re- 
search, and spent the remainder of the day in examining the under- 
ground works that were not closed up by the influence of the elements. 
I found Roman levels on the top of the hill, driven a few fathoms, 
or rather feet, from the side of the bank into the lode, which I con- 
sidered presented the most unkindly back that it ever fell to my lot 
to pronounce an opinion upon. There was no gossan, and scarcely 
any ore either in the back of the lode or the waste; all that could 
be seen was a slight line of red colouring the part of the lode ap- 
proaching the surface, but from the immense quantities of waste 
covering the ground, and considerable lengths of open excavations 
(4 to 5 ft. wide), I determined to apply for a tack-note, which I ob« 
tained from Mr. James Hughes, of Glanrheidol, and the late Mr. 
Gilbertson, of Cefn Gwyn. We went to worked, and cleared out the 
mine, more especially the deep adit, and I must say I never saw a 
poorer mine cleared outinall my mining experience, but by only driving 
the deep adit, which was 60 fms. deep, 7 fms. east the mine assumed 
a phase as if it were struck by the wand of a fairy. We cut into a 
course of ore which continued for 60 fms. long, yielding 4 tons of ore 
per fathom, containing about 30 ozs. of silver to the ton, and worth 
from 152, to 162. per fathom. Consider the value of a mass of ore 
120 yards long, 120 yards high, and worth 60/. perfathom! This was 
the nature of the discovery at the Goginan Silver-Lead Mine. Fre- 
quently 7000 ozs. of silver were sent away per month, equal to 3 tons 
a year, and the shares rose from 5/. (per 100th) to 400 guineas, and 
there were some very interesting phenomena and peculiar examples 
of ancient mining connected with this mine. At a depth of 40 fms, 
from the surface and 150 fms, in the hill we discovered a Roman 
drift, evidently an adit driven from the side of the hill, although we 
never discovered its mouth, This little level was only 3 ft. high and 
18 in. wide, and in the very end of it were some charcoal and tallow, 
which I suppose were the materials used in driving it; but the most 
singular thing connected with it is the consideration of how air could 
have been brought to it, how a man could find room to work in it, 
and by what means the stuff could have been removed. There is no 
doubt it wes most skilfully conducted, having been the means of 
taking away a great bunch of ore at the drift, on the brink of the 
hill, afterwards called Francis’s shaft, and it was within only a few 
feet of the discovery made by ourselves, and well directed for it, and 
it had been carried on against all obstacles for a distance of 300yards, 
not a trifling sort of operation even for one of our own day. The 
natural phenomena I noticed was that when we came to re-wash the 
old slimes, I cannot sey whether of the Roman or Elizabethan pe- 
riod, we found in the comminuted rock or dried slime all the particles 
had arranged themselves, so that without touching them it was im- 
possible to tell whether they were the hard lode-stone as it was taken 
from the vein, or whether it had undergone any change; but in tak- 
ing it in the hand it could be moulded like a piece of putty, and, 
what was still stranger, when these apparent stones were broken to 
show a transverse fracture there were fine veins of silver-lead ore, 
like threads of silk, in them, and, to the best of my knowledge, these 
were arranged exactly asthe parent vein from which they were taken— 
5° south of east.—May 19, 


GOLD MINES OF CANADA, 


S1r,—The following are the latest items of news :—Men willing to 
work find ready emplowment in Canada this season. Skilful miners 
are ever welcome. ‘The first item is from the province of Quebec :— 

MINERAL WEALTH OF JOLIETTE.—At St. Beatrice a large copper mine has 
been discovered ; it will soon be worked. At St. Alphonse, Mr. H. Burton has 
found a bed of coal sufficiently thick, it is said, to be worked to advantage. In 
the same place, Mr. Dupuis has found two pieces of gold worth $3000, from the 
Bi wor of which he has purchased a stamping-mill. The quartz contained 








12 worth per ton on the surface, and and $30 at a depth of 16 ft. Other auri- 
erous deposits are said to exist in the same township. 

CouNTY OF HASTINGS, PROVINCE OF ONTARIO,—In my last sum- 
mary a paragraph intimated a discovery of gold at Marmora, famed 
for its iron ore, which is shipped to the United States, A further 
account is given by “W. C.” in the Zoronto Globe :— 

‘“ Great excitement has been caused in consequence of the discovery of a re- 
markably rich vein of gold-bearing quartz at Marmora, on a lot owned by Mr, 
Faegzl. Ata depth of 3 ft. the whole of the quartz was thickly studded with 
pleces of gold, from the size of a grain of wheat to that of a pea. The day after

submitted to trial, so that the metal is found at the bottom ina clean solid state 
inceoling.’’ Some experiments for demonstrating the value of the flux gave most 
satisfactory results, and convinced all present that the Stevens’s flux had ac- 
complished what no other assay process had been able. to do—it had destroyed 
the sulphur, thrust out of the walls of the orethe miners’ great curse, thesilica, 
and after accomplishing all this it had converted these and other ingredients 
into an article of commerce that would readily sell for asum nearly, if not quite, 
sufficient, to defray the smelting expenses—the slag which is left after the gold 
is obtained being worth from $40 to $50 per ton for the manufacture of tiles and 
heavy glass,bottles; in fact, it is already in demand for this purpose. In all

Another correspondent, writing under date Kingston, Canada, May7, 
says :—“A good deal of capital is being invested in various ways in 
mining, and purchasing mining locations in this country, much more 
than atany formertime. We regret very much that almost no British 
capital finds its way here for this kind of investment, nearly all of 
it being either Canadian or American. Isuppose the reason has been 
the feeling of uncertainty which has erroneously existed in the minds 
of capitalists in the mother country as to the security of affairs (po- 
litically) in this country, since the time when the existence of valu- 
able mines here has been demonstrated. The permanent confedera- 
tion of the British American colonies, and the successful working of 
our mines by local men, will in time remedy the difficulty. The rich- 
ness and variety of our mineral resources, as shown by the fine col- 
lection of specimens exhibited by Sir Wm. Logan at the various In- 
ternational Exhibitions in Europe, and the publication at the same 
time of the descriptive catalogues of the Geological Survey, have been 
the means, I do not doubt, of attracting some attention to this sub- 
ject, which may bear fruitsome day. The gold fields of Nova Scotia 
are at present attracting more attention throughout Canada than any 
other class of mines. The Frontinac Lead Mine is the most impor- 
tant one in this part of the dominion. <A good deal of speculation 
has been going on for the last three years in the Madoc gold region, 
a short distance west of Kingston, but as yet very little of the pre- 
cious metal has been actually secured.” 


LIQUID FUEL. 
Str,—I am sorry I was not able to attend the meeting at the Society 
of Arts when the paper on Liquid Fuel was read by Mr. Paul [see Jour- 
nalof April 18], that I might have answered the extraordinary state- 
ments respecting my process, lately so successfully carried on at Wool- 
wich Dockyard. I must inform you that neither Mr. Paul nor Capt. 
Selwyn have seen my boiler in operation. How, therefore, while ad- 
mitting that an evaporation of water was obtained, corroborated offi- 
cially, greater than has ever been effected, and that with little smoke 
—almost a perfect combustion, in fact—they could announce that my 
process was the most wasteful, and the one less likely to yield good 
results, I cannot understand. Will you permit me to make a few ob- 
servations on the subject? The statement of the American commis- 
sioner, that the oil or petroleum was beyond a doubt more than twice as effec- 
tive as anthracite coal in the production of steam, was correct. Professor Paul 
knows that the best coal must do good service if an evaporation is obtained of 
7 lbs. of water to 1lb. of coal. The official report stated I had 18°31. Mr. Paul 
will not allow, like nearly every other chemist, that water vapour can be used 
usefully or with any benefit as fuel. Whatever may be the incomprehensible 
law as to the use of water as fuel, it is quite certain that great advantage is 
gained by introducing water vapour into a furnace, so that it can be decomposed 
by the incandescent fuel. Mr. Siemens makes careful provision for water being 
part of the fuel supplied to the regenerative furnaces. In my first experiments 
at Woolwich, in 1864 and 1865, when petroleum was burnt alone, an evapora- 
tion of only 1244 was obtained, with smoke and soot in great quantity. On the 
introduction of water vapour the evaporation rose to 18°31; and in February, 
1867, creosote only being used, to 18°91, without, or with very little, smoke or 
soot. The official report as to the 18'°91—or nearly 19—was made after the one 
published by order of the House of Commons. There is more difficulty in getting 
the last pound than there is in getting the first eighteen. If I could have gone 
on longer on that occasion I might have reached a higher figure, because the 
boiler always evaporated slowly the first few hours. I had come to the end of 
my creosote, and I cannot bear the fatigue of an attendance any longer than 
eight or ten hours. My own opinion as to the value of water vapour rests upon 
my constantly viewing its operation in the furnace. Itis this, that although it 
may be of no use alone it is of great use when used in conjunction with any other 
fuel—more particularly liquid fuel, to which it seems to have an affinity. It 
brings out nearly the full theoretical value of that fuel, allowing no deposition 
of unconsumed carbon to take place. Or, to describe the operation more in de- 
tail, the water gases, when separated, do not again unite ; the hydrogen, being 
very volatile, escapes upwards to burn with the other hydrogen in the furnace, 
both getting their oxygen from the air let into the fire-place. The oxygen of 
the water gas, being very heavy, remains behind, and busies itself with the es- 
caping carbon of the other fuel, so that fuel is completely burned. On my turn- 
ing on the tap admitting the steam all the coating of soot resting on the grate 
rose up and disappeared ; it was consumed. On looking into the tubes the soot 
was seen floating in the gas; and being treated in the same way, the fire sud- 
denly brightened, became intense, and without smoke. With American petro- 
feum the effect was beautiful ; the instant the steam was turned on every tube 
in the boiler was illuminated with light thin flame ; with shale oil and creo- 
sote the effect was not so great, but the flame where the tubes were filled was 
much stronger. 
Of course, success depends upon the most carefully carrying out the process ; 
all parts of the apparatus must be properly contrived and properly constructed. 
These are the words of Prof. W. J. Macquorn Rankine, F.R.S., who, of all the 
chemists, alone appears to back my opinion. He has stated that “‘ the oxygen 
of the steam combines with the carbon of the hydro-carbon fuel, and the hydro- 
gen of both is set free; there is a mixture thus produced of carbonic oxide and 
hydrogen, which is sure to be completely burnt as soon as a sufficient quantity 
of air gets access to it, and thus the deposit of unconsumed carbon is entirely 
prevented. By my method of using the steam it is economised. I prefer com- 
mon steam to discharge into the grate ; the operation of superheating, decom- 
posing, and taking up the carbon is instantaneous and continuous. In my first 
operation with the common service-boiler I did not obtain a proper construction. 
It has been tried two days with the best hand-picked Welsh coal. This was 
equalled with oil my first day, but not thesecond. I only evaporated both days 
32.096 lbs. of water, with 2607 Ibs. of oil, against the coal that did the same with 
4260 lbs. ; but on the second day’s coal trial 39,648 lbs. of water was evaporated 
with 60001bs. of coal. This I did not arrive at, but the two coal fire-places were 
- perfect in their make. I could only use one of them with oil my last day, the 
C It can hardly be said I was defeated. 
The operations were not continued, because I was required to be at the expense 
of the alterations necessary. I considered that, after the amount of success I 
had obtained, this should not have been put upon me. I was unable to bear it. 

Advantage has been taken of this by other patentees to state that my process 
has altogether failed, which is untrue. It is but fair that they should obtain a 
result equal to mine before they came forward to put aside my system. Already 
one of my greatest opponents has had his apparatus tried at the dockyard with- 
out Its being considered worth reporting upon atall. Capt. Selwyn stated that 
it Ww as true my process gave an enormous deposit of carbon, and that this was be- 
cause I did not know how to apportion the air to the supply. In 1846, not hav- 
ing seen my process in action, lhe sent me down a drawing, showing me how to 
supp ytheair. It was something after the American plan, mixing airin the 
vapour chamber. With the consent of Mr. Trickett, I had the pipes he proposed 
put in, and I had, in consequence, an explosion every five minutes, first from one 
pipe, and then from one of the others; there was no harm done, but the mild 


pistol-like explosions were annoying, and the pipes were closed up. It is true 
that in my last trial, with an oil I had never used before, there was left in the 
grate a large amount of a friable ash, full 8 or 10 in. thick: it was hard, and 
like a very open pumice-stone. At that time both the engineers of the yard, as 
well as myself, considered all these liquid fuels to be petroleums, I had seen the 
same kind of ash at the works of the Trinidad Petroleum Company, when the 
manager, experimenting with the oil as fuel, shut up the furnace, not allowing 
any air to get in atall; he considered the oxygen of the decomposed steam being 
alone necessary. On opening the furnace after, as he stated, it had worked ad- 
mirably, a large amount of this ash was found. On its appearing in my boiler, 
I considered I had not allowed sufficient air, but on my showing it to a chemist 
he assured me that no amount of air or heat would have destroyed it. If Etna 
cannot destroy her pumice-stone, a simple boiler might be unable to do thesame. 
The ash crushed made, the Trinidad manager told me, a very good imitation 
emery powder. My former boiler had worked for several months without this 
peculiar ash appearing ; theash it did makewas serviceable. It proved that all 
these liquids were not proper for fuel, that those prepared from bitumen might 
be found useless. 

Now, as to creosote, Mr. Paul estimates the quantity made here 1s 100,000 tons ; 
Captain Selwyn at about threetimes thatquantity. I believe Mr. Paul is about 
right: but, whatever is the quantity, it is of two kinds, the town creosote and 
the country creosote, each in about equal quantities. It is only the country 
creosote that can be conveniently used for fuel; the other is filled with naph- 
thaline salts, which get into and clog the pipes. When Mr. Crow was experi- 
menting with my boiler, he was perpetually washing the pipes with naphtha, 
and setting it on fire, in order to warm them, so that the oil should flow through. 
Naphthaline is still more difficult to use; I doubt whether a steam-pipe in a 
tank of this stuff would melt it, and the pipes provided for it to flow through 
must almost be at a red heat. Captain Selwyn is to make 23 with it; he hasa 
good boiler, and I trust he may succeed. Mr. Young stated that the number of 
gallons of oil that could be obtained from coal averaged from 50 to 60 gallons 
per ton; and that it would be better to distil the coal for the sake of the oil than 
use it in its raw state. Now, permit me to inform him that the best Newcastle 
coal yields so small an amount of oil—hardly 2 or 3 gallons per ton—that it is 
not worth extracting. It is the mineral shale, and that, the furthest removed 
from coal, that gives the most oll. Some rich specimens yield from 80 to 90 gal- 
lons per ton, but the average yield of all the shales is from 30 to 40; at present 
only the best are used, the oil being wanted by distillers ; but when it comes into 
use as fuel, the common or poorer shales will be used, and shale lands will get 
up enormously in value. There are other minerals, at present almost unknown, 
which are richer in oil than the shales; these are the Albertites, the Cannelites, 
and the like, distributed all over the world, and, like the shales, in immense 
quantities, [regret to say that most of the visitors at Woolwich to view my 
process attended with the intention of taking out patents themselves. Some of 
the latter are clear copies of mine, made without even understanding its prin- 
ciple. My process makes a fiery spray of the oil, a porous material being used 
with jets of steam. Messrs. Aydon’s process does thesame, I spread my jets of 
steam under the porous block ; they group them together, and jet them on the 
top. The only difference between the two systems is, that their process does on 
a small scale what mine can doonalarge one, Icould lengthen this, but I fear 
I should require too much of your valuable space. C. J, RICHARDSON,

THE GENERAL PROPERTIES OF MINERALS, 


Although the importance to practical miners of a sound knowledge 
of the general properties of minerals is universally admitted, the 
science of mineralogy has hitherto received comparatively little at- 
tention from them, perhaps the chief cause of the neglect being the 
absence of a concise and popular treatise suited to their requirements. 
Such a volume,* however, has now been supplied by Mr. ALEXANDER 
RAMSAY, jun., in which all the more important facts are given in a 
thoroughly useful and practical form, It is pointed out that the prominent fea- 
tures of the treatise are the arrangement of the minerals, which is nearly the 
same as that adopted for the mineralogical collection in the British Museum by 
Prof. Maskelyne, the employment of the new atomic weights, the recognition of 
the principles of isomorphism and atomicity in the construction of most of the 
formule, and the reduction of the specific gravities to a single scale of which 
hydrogen is theunit. It has hitherto been assumed that an intimate acquaint- 
ance with other sciences would be acquired by the student before the study of 
mineralogy was entered upon, and although the more a student has learned the 
greater is the facility with which he studies new subjects, Mr. Ramsay has 
succeeded in giving, in a brief introductory chapter, sufficient information to 
permit the remaining portions of the work being profitably read. Without at- 
tempting to impart an extensive knowledge of chemistry, optics, and other phy- 
sical sciences, which the studv of minerals involves, he explains the more im- 
portant principles which illustrate the nature of minerals. 

All matter has weight; the same quantity of matter has always the same 
weight, and the same substance always has the same weight and volume under 
the same circumstances. Density is an indication of the amount of force to 
which a body has been or is being subjected. These axioms appear to be a few 
of the fundamental principles of chemistry, but they do not seem to have had 
the importance attached to them which they deserve—the application of these 
principles is carefully explained. The explanation of the chemical elements 
and types is even more lucid, perhaps, than that of the physical forces. The 
chemical composition of minerals, as Mr. Ramsay observes, is a highly important 
character, so he carefully explains that all bodies known to the chemist are 
either elements or combinations of elements, that the elements combine in de- 
finite proportions, and according tocertain types. Thus there is the hydrochloric 
acid type, according to which one volume of an element (as, chlorine) combines 
with one volume of hydrogen to form two volumes; next, there is the water 
type, where one volume of an element (as, oxygen) combines with two volumes 
of hydrogen to form two volumes ; thirdly, there is the ammonia type, where 
one volume of an element (as, nitrogen) combines with three volumes of hydro- 
gen to form two volumes; and, lastly, there is the marsh-gas type, where one 
volume of an element (as, carbon) combines with four volumes of hydrogen to 
form two volumes. Now, hydrogen, oxygen, nitrogen, and carbon are designated 
respectively monatomic, diatomic, triatomic, and tetratomic elements, and Mr. 
Ramsay explains that either individual volume may be replaced by another of 
the same atomicity, or by more than one other when their sum is equal to the 
number of atoms replaced ; so that water being HHO (that is, two volumes of 
monatomic bydrogen with one volume of diatomic oxygen), either H or both 
may be replaced by one monatomic volume, as potassium, or the HH may be re- 
placed by a diatomic element. In the introductory chapter, percentage, com- 
— isomorphism, specific heat, crystalline forms, groupings of crystals, 

racture, hardness, optical Pe geor ap and other characteristic properties are de- 
scribed, the chapter concluding with an explanation of the use of the blow-pipe. 

The systematic manner in which the subject is treated is well calculated to 
impress the information given upon the memory, the several chapters treating 
Ts gases and water ; nativemetalloids ; and metals ; arsenides, sul- 
phides, and selenides ; chlorides, bromides, fluorides, and iodides ; oxides ; car- 
bonates ; silicates; tantalates, niobates, zirconates, tungstates, vanadates, and 
chromates ; and sulphates, nitrates, and phosphates. The book, as a whole, is 
one which will prove of great utility to practical miners ; while with regard to 
its claims to support it, will suffice to say that the author has throughout dis- 
played an intimate knowledge of his subject, and great facility for imparting 
that knowledge to others.

Meetings of Public Companies. 


PROVINCIAL BANK OF IRELAND. 


The forty-third yearly general meeting of proprietors was held on 

Thursday, at the bank premises, No. 42, Old Broad-street, 
Right Hon. Sir JoHN YOUNG, Bart., in the chair. 

The first business was the re-election of the retiring directors— 
Messrs. H. R. Farrer, B. Hankey, J. M. Montetiore, and W, Wallace. 

Mr, ALEXANDER CHRISTIE (the secretary) read the directors’ report, 
which was as follows :— 

The directors have pleasure in again meeting the proprietors, and presenting 
a report of the results of the bank’s business for the past year. The barvest of 
1867 in Ireland was, on the whole, a good one, and rents were well paid. Wheat, 
though less sown, was a fair crop, both in acreable produce and in quality ; and 
the same can be said of barley, which was more sown than in the previous year. 
Oats, the most important cereal in Ireland, were good in quality, and though 
the extent of ground under cultivation was less than in 1s66, the produce per 
acre was decidedly above an average, and the price being high this crop paid 
well, The acreable extent of potatoes in 1867 was rather less than in the pre- 
ceding year, but the crop was heavy, and did not suffer any material injury by 
disease. The make of butter was not so large as in the previous year, and the 
price was lower, though remunerative. There was less land under flax last year 
than in 1866, and the crop was very indifferent, both in quantity and quality, 
while the price obtained for it was low. It will thus be seen that, with the ex- 
ception of flax, the crops in Ireland were good, and as the prices of all cereals 
were high, the tillage farmers received satisfactory returns from their land, 
after making allowance for the somewhat increased cost of labour, ‘The prices 
of cattle and sheep had become so high that the fall which occurred last year 
was to beexpected. The rearing and feeding of cattle is, however, an important 
source of wealth in Ireland, and though the profits are for the time restricted 
by such a decline of price, the business must be considered to be on a sounder 
and safer footing. Fortunately, there has been a continued exemption from 
cattle disease. 

Flax spinning, and the manufacture of linen, after a lengthened period of 
prosperity, received a severe check last year, the trade becoming dull, and prices 
of linen much depressed. Some improvement has lately taken place, and the 
profits of recent years enabled many of those engaged in this staple trade of 
Ulster to meet the change; and commercials failures were few and unimpor- 
tant, when compared with the magnitude of this branch of industry. 

The rates of interest were very low throughout the whole of the year ended 
in March last, and the profits of banking consequently diminished ; so that the 
directors think the shareholders will concur with them in viewing with satis- 
faction the result of the bank’s business for the past year, as exhibited by the 
following statement, to which attention is now requested :—

This statement shows a smaller amount of nett profit than in some recent 
years, but the satisfactory condition of the rest admits of the continuation of 
the same rate of dividend as has been paid for several years past, and the dl- 
rectors have, therefore, the pleasure of announcing their intention to pay in 
July next an extraordinary dividend of 30s, on each 1001. share, and 12s. on each 
101. share of the capital stock on the bank, in addition to the ordinary dividend 
of 4 per cent., making the amount to be then paid 2/, 10s, on each Lvvl, share, 
and il. on each 10/1. share, for the half-year ending at Midsummer next; and 
they purpose also, as heretofore, to pay the property tax for the proprietors, 

The CHAIRMAN, after referring to his protracted absence from the 
anniversaries of the company, and the death of some of his col- 
leagues, whose places on the board, he said, had been filled by gen- 
tlemen of high standing and of active business habits, who were in- 
clined to devote valuable time and constant superintendence to the 
business of the bank, proceeded to make some remarks in amplifica- 
tion of the statements containedinthereport. Prefacing his observa- 
tions by stating that the interests and prosperity of the bank were closely en- 
twined with those of Lreland, and that the annual proceedings of Lue company 
might fairly be taken as an index of the state of that country, he went on to 
state that he should have felt some embarrassmeutin entering into details If he 
had not been assisted by his excellent triend, Mr. Christie, who had prepared 
various excellent reports to aid bim in the task. Hemightstate that the direc- 
tors did not entirely rely upon the statistics published by the Governinent, 
which, although useful for making rough comparisons, and for estimating the 
degree of progress during a long scrics of years, were too vague and general to 
give an indication of any season taken by itself. On the contrary, they had 
procured reports from their branches, prepared from information derived from 
the most practical and trustworthy sources. Those reports dealt with the three 
great cereal crops of the country—wheat, oats, and barley. The extent of the 
first and third of those crops bore but a small proportion to that of the second, 
which was better suited to the island, and was the great staple crop of the coun- 
try. In fact, last year the wheat grown scarcely came up to one-sixth of the 
oats, and the crop of barley scarcely excceded one-tenth of the oats. The figures 
were—wheat, 299,000 acres; barley, 150,000 acres; and oats, 1,699,000 acres. 
The three crops were tolerably abundant, above the average, and of fair qua- 
lity; and, as prices were high, the producers were well remunerated. But those 
high prices, and the dearness of provisions, had ill effects in other directions, 
and had borne upon the labouring classes and upon people in town and coubtry 
who depended upon wages for their support. It was true there was something 
of a rise in the rate of wages, and that there were complaints in various dis- 
tricts that it was difficult to get labourers to carry on operations under the Land 
Improvement Act ; but there was nothing, he was sorry to say, to show that the 
rise in wages was such as to exempt great numbers of the labouring classes from 
privations more than usual, or to extinguish the hopes which induced people 
to expatriate themselves, and which, during the last year, had been the 
means of causing about 80,000 persons to cast their lot in some other countries, 
The number of people who sought relief under the Poor Law Act, and the in- 
crease of expenditure under that head, showed an increase of distress. In the 
year 1867 shelter was sought for in the workhouses by 24,000 more than in the 
previous year; and there were 21,000 more people receiving out-door relief in 
the latter year than in the former, the numbers being—In-door relief in 1866, 
232,000 ; in 18€7, 258,000, Out-door relief, 1866, 37,000 ; in 1567, 58,000. Theex- 
penditure for all purposes under the Poor-law in 1867 was 824,000/., which was 
higher than any amount which that item had reached in the previous seven 
years, and nearly double the expenditure in 1860, which was only 454,0001, 

ow, these figures spoke for themselves, and showed the heavy burden which 
had been entailed on Ireland by the operation of local causes and the general 
depression in commerce. Among the local causes might be reckoned the un- 
productive nature of the flax crop. That crop, he need scarcely tell them, was 
when properly cultivated by persons skilled in its management, and grown upon 
ground suited to it and well prepared in previous years, more lucrative to the 
hasbandman than the vineyards or olive groves of sunnier climes. Last year 
it was anything but a success, being deficient in quantity and inferior in quality, 
and these causes, coupled with a considerable falling off in the importation from 
abroad, and a diminished demand on the part of the millowners, caused an 
amount of depression which could have been scarcely foreseen, The cattle trade, 
too, was not so good as in former years. That had been the condition of Ireland 
during the past six months—a condition of affairs particularly trying to the 
labouring classes and consumers in general, requiring, as it did, the greatest, 
caution on all hands. The rate of interest had been low, and no great margin 
of advantage had been allowed for the use of money, the Bank rate of interest, 
being only 244 percent. Under all these circumstances it might well be ima- 
gined that a great establishment like the Provincial Bank of Ireland required 
the exercise of great circumspection and wary management. No duties public 
or private, he was bound to say, could have been better performed or more 
zealously attended to than those which fell to the lot of Mr. Hewat, their chief 
representative in Ireland, and Mr. Christie in London, and the officers who 
worked with them. (Cheers.) They had shown that thcir hearts were in the 
work, and every acknowledgment was due to their vigilance and discretion 
The paragraph in the report which referred to the dividend would probably, 
be the subject of remark, from the fact that it stated that a smaller amount of 
nett profit was made in the last year than in several recent years. The amount 
of nett profit might be taken at 102,000/., and it fell short of the dividend pro- 
posed to be paid by about 60001. ; but on reference to the amount of the rest, or 
undivided profits, the proprietors, he was confident, would agree that the di- 
rectors were justified in drawing that sum from them, and in continuing the 
dividend for the present at the rate of 20 per cent. (Cheers.) When 12 years 
ago, the bank first began to pay 20 per cent. the rest, or undivided profits 
amounted to 225,000/., and at the present time the item amounted to 248.0001, 
being an increase of 23,0007. In three of the twelve years the profits they had 
realised did not quite cover the dividend, but in the other nine years the profits 
not only exceeded the dividend but made up the deficiency, and swelled tha 
surplus to the amount he had stated. Now, of course, no guarantee or assur- 
ance could be given that the 20 per cent. dividend would be continued for ever. 
but they might hope that it would be found prudent and advisable to continue 
it in succeeding years, as had been done in the past 12 years. (Cheers.) During 
that period Ireland had been subject to many vicissitudes: and if they looked 
back at the accounts of the harvests and of the annual products of the land, 
they would see that more than half the seasons were under the average—those 
of ’59, °60,’61, and’62 being calamitouslyso. They might, therefore, fairly hope 
that with better times they should have a better report to present to the pro- 
prietors, Under the present circumstances they could only congratulate them- 
selves upon having passed through a very difficult ordeal with well nigh com- 
parative immunity from loss, and they might hope that Ireland, with whose 
improvement and interests those of the bank were inseparably intertwined, 
would gradually recover its wonted prosperity under the influence of propiti- 
ous weather and exemption from the political disyuietude and commercial de- 
pression from which she had suffered during the past 12 months. (Clvers.) 

The report was then unanimously adopted. 

On the motion of Mr. MENZIES a cordial vote of thanks was passed to the 
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Chairman and directors; and a similar compliment having been paid to the 
secretary and officers, the proceedings, which were throughout of a most agree- 
able character, terminated. 





NEW QUEBRADA MINING COMPANY. 


A general meeting of shareholders was held at the City Terminus 
Hotel, on Thursday,—Mr. Stock, M.P. in the chair. 

The notice convening the meeting having been read, 

The CHAIRMAN said, for the convenience of the meeting, it would 
be desirable that the report of the committee of conference should be 
first discussed, and therefore he would ask some gentleman who had been a mem- 
ber of that committee to move its adoption. After that report had been moved 
and seconded, he (the Chairman) would make a few observations upon the whole 
case. By adopting that course the meeting would probably be in a better posti- 
tion to discuss the matters which would be brought before it. 

Mr. G. LATHOM BROWNE, as the chairman of the committee, had very little 
to add to the report, which he considered told its own tale, The fact was that 
the whole gist of the future policy rested upon the position of the contract, 
and as that was to be the subject of arbitration he would not say one word about 
it. He then moved its adoption.——Mr. CLAPHAM seconded the proposition, 

The CHAIRMAN sald, before proceeding to make any observations, he wished 
to ask the mover and seconder of the report to inform the meeting if the adop- 
tion of the report, or of any portion of it, was intended by the committee as a 
vote of censure upon the directors ?——Mr. G. LATHOM BROWNE sald he was not 
aware that there was the slightest intention on the partof any of his colleague: 
upon the committee to move or express a vote of censure upon the directors. The 
committee was one of conference and enquiry, and they studiously refrained 
from adverting to anything like a vote of censure upon the directors. (Hear.) 

The CHAIRMAN was obliged for that explanation, for the proceedings of to- 
day were of that very important character that he approached them with the 
deepest anxiety. Upon the decision arrived at to-day he believed the future of 
the company depended. He thought it would depend upon what course was de- 
termined upon, and especially with regard to the reconstruction of the board, 
whether the company went into Hquidation, or whether there would still be an 
opportunity of retrieving the fortunes of the concern, He very much regretted 
that the report of the committee was so vague and indefinite. There were great 
and cruel charges brought against the directors—they were accused of illegally 
trafficking in the shares, of various malpractices, and other grave offences, to 
mention which would be a libel—indeed, as ‘Tam O'Shanter had said, 

«Things matr horrible and awfu’ 
Which to name would be unlawfu’.” 

(Laughter.) Itwas under these cireumstances that the directors proposed that 
a committee of conference should be appointed; and he was, therefore, very 
sorry their report was not more decided inltstone, He meant that the directors 
would like to have been told whether they were guilty of the things of which 
they had been accused, or whether the statements made by Mr. Gledhill and his 
confederates were unworthy of belief, being without foundation. The directors 

yassed a minute, In which they desired that every book and document should 

e placed in the hands of the committee, and that they should have access to 
every description of information they could possibly desire. At the first meet- 
ing of thecommittee, at which he (the Chairman) was present, he communicated 
this minute to them—that Inasmuch as accusations had been brought against 
the directors by Mr. Gledhill and others, he requested that Mr. Gledhill should 
be invited to attend a mecting, at which the Chairman hoped to be allowed to be 
present, when Mr, Gledhill should be asked to clearly define what these so-called 
malpractices were, and what were the other offences, to mention which would 
render them Hable to an action for libel. He (the Chairman) made this request 
that the directors might have an opportunity of meeting thosecharges. But he 
was sorry the committee did not think fit to adopt thiscourse. He believed every 
member of that committee was a gentleman of honour, and would not be actuated 
by any slander, but at the same time he thought it quite probable that such 
charges could not be made without producing some effect upon their minds, 
The result was--and he was very sorry to say it—that the directors had been 
forced into a court of law to compel Mr. Gledhill to prove what malpractices 
they had been guilty of that it would be a libel to mention. If the directors 
were guilty, they would have to pay the costs, and if the charges were ground- 
less, the verdict would be in favourof the directors, and Mr. Gledhill would have 
to pay such damages as would be adjudged. What other course could the di- 
rectors possibly adopt? Were they to sit down under charges of malpractices ? 
Let Mr. Gledhill state to the meeting what he meant when he penned that pa- 
ragraph. He would challenge Mr. Gledhill to substantiate any one of the vari- 
ous charges he had made; it was monstrous, and the grossest offence which could 
be committed, for a man to InsInuate charges he was unable to support. (Ilear, 
hear.) It was but justice to the board that if worthy of condemnation they should 
be condemned, or of acquittal that they should be acquitted, (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. G. LATIHOM BROWNE sald it was most gratifying for him to be ina posi- 
tion to state that the committee had no occasion to call upon the directors for 
a reply to any communication that had been made to them, (Hear, hear.) 

The CHAIRMAN thought It was but due to the directors and shareholders that 
such a statement should have been embodied in the report of the committee. 
As to the charge of trafficking in shares, the facts of the case were these :—The 
contractors were anxious to Increase their interest In the company by acquiring 
some shares. ‘They applied to Mr. Wright to purchase them, and at the same 
time made application to the directors for an advance of 10001. to pay for them, 
The directors refused to make any advance, except upon condition that a cargo 
of rails were shipped to Tucacas. Upon doing so they undertook that Mr. 

Wright should receive the money for the contractors. Mr. Wright bought the 
shares for the contractors, but when he inspected the rails which the contractors 
proposed to ship he found they were old 40-1b, instead of new 50-Ib. rails, and, 
therefore, he refused to certify for their value, The result was the shares were 
thrown upon Mr, Wright's hands, and then repudiated by the contractors, and 
only taken by them some six months afterwards. The directors had nothing 
whatever to do with the transaction, although well aware Mr, Wright had pur- 
chased theshares; the fact was well-known to many largeshareholders. ‘The com- 
mittee themselves say that * this charge arose from a misapprehension on the 
part of those by whom it was made,” In the next paragraph of their report 
the committee say, ‘It seems desirable that Mr. Pittar’s claim should be pressed 
to a conclusion.’” Could anybody say that the present directors had not been 
as earnest and as energetic as any men could possibly be in their endeavours to 
bring this matter to a conclusion ? Of course, there was one simple way of deal- 
ing with it, and that would be by compromising with Mr. Pittar, to which Mr. 
Plitar was certainly not entitled. Moreover, Mr, Pittar was plaintiff, and the 
company were defendants, and the plaintiff had taken no step for 18 months. 
With regard to the debentures, the committee say that their issue, ** especially 
at a discount, is, of course, more injurious to the shareholders than the provi- 
sion by themselves of further capital, even at a high preferential rate. All he 
(the Chairman) could say was, when he had the honour of addressing the share- 
holders on April 27, 1867, he distinctly informed them of the terms of the con- 
tract, and told them that the company had the option of paying the whole sum 
to be pald to the contractors in cash, if they could provide it. The issue of 
those debentures, of course, failed, simply because of the perpetual agitation 
which was going on among a certain number of the shareholders. He (the 
Chairman) thought that it was a hard thing upon the contractors that such 
unseemly agitation should have been continued, as thereby they had been un- 
able to obtain advances upon their debentures, and, therefore, unable to continue 
their operations. He firmly believed that the contractors would have been work- 
ing at the present moment had not this agitation been set on foot, As to the 
title and boundary of the estate, he could only say that the whole responsibility 
for the conveyance not being executed up to the present time rested with Messrs. 
Merrick and Gedge, the original solicitors of the company. He held in his hand 
the balance-sheet made up to Oct. 25, 1865, two months after the present di- 
rectors came into office, It was signed by Mr. Consul Hemming, and Messrs. 
Lovering and Minton. He (the Chairman) found by the balance-sheet that the 
money expended to that date amounted to 140,0002., and during that time Messrs. 
Merrick and Gedge were the solicitors of the company, and also the solicitors of 
the vendors. Yet Messrs. Merrick and Gedge allowed the company to expend 
that enormous amount without the company having a vestige of a title to the 
property. This was one of the greatest difficulties the directors had encountered, 
and had it not been for the knowledge of Mr. Wright, who had all the details 
at his fingers’ ends, he (the Chairman) did not believe any progress would have 
been made in the matter up to the present time; but they had obtained an order 
from the Master of the Rolls. The next paragraph in the report of the commit- 
tee related to the contract. Upon that point he would say nothing, because, as 
nad already been stated, the contractors had served them with a notice of arbt- 
tration ; but there was one matter to which he might allude, and that was a 
misapprehension on the partof the committee, when they say that“ thecompany 
had paid about 7000/7, for a cargo of 50-lb. rails and fastenings, which had been 
gent out, and since the half-year’s accounts were closed, on March 31, nearly 
14001. has become due for another cargo. This sum the directors have deemed 
it. to the interest of the company to pay, and the committee are informed that 
the rails are now in the company’s possession.’’ He must take the liberty of 
informing the shareholders that the contractors had the option, under the con- 
tract, of shipping rails when they considered it necessary to do so, and, accord- 
ing to the terms of the contract, the directors had advanced to them the value 
of the different cargoes, He would not discuss the propriety of sending out 
those rails at the present moment, but would, nevertheless, merely state that 
it was the act of the contractors and not of the company. With regard to the 
mines they had been worked as economically as they possibly could be. The 
dajrectors’ object was to place them ina position to furnish a large and con- 
tinuovs supply of ore by the time the railway was completed, but the operations 
at the railway had been stopped, and the expenses at the mines would be di- 
minished, He next referred to the anonymous circular that had been circu- 
lated among the shareholders—a circular without address, without name, and 
without the printer's imprint, in which there was contained a copy of a memo- 
randum of minutes of Colonel Strange’s, and which could only have been ob- 
tained by some improper means, The minute was written for the consideration 
of the board, and came into the hands of the committee with all other papers. 

A SHAREHOLDER did not think notice should be taken of any anonymous cir- 
cular.——The CHAIRMAN said in this anonymous communication he was at- 
tacked, and Mr. Wright was attacked. He knew perfectly well from whom this 
circular emanated, and by whom it was written, and it bore from first to last 
the same language whieh appeared ina weekly periodical. They wereall aware 
that in this very weakly periodical there appeared letters, signed by different 
names, but all bearing the same character of language. They were incoherent 
in style, unceasing in attack, reckless in assertion, and devoid alike of grammar 
and of truth. All that had been stated in that anonymous circular was utterly 
and entirely false. He then proceeded to confute the various statements which 
had been put forth in the cireular of Mr. Gledhill, stating that he held in his 
hand a balance-sheet, in which every farthing expended was satisfactorily ac- 
counted for, Having apologised for having detained the meeting so long, he 
concluded by stating that the directors would be glad to hear the opinions of 
independent shareholders with regard to the policy that had been adopted. 

“Mr. BROMFIELD felt fully convinced that upon the vote of this day depended 
the question as to whether the company went on or not; therefcre, he appealed 
to the independent shareholders to carefully reflect before giving their vote. 
Let not independent shareholders be led astray by the hares which had been 
started that morning, but let them keep their eye upon the future welfare of the 
company, He was afraid they were going to be made the shuttlecocks of the 
ins’? andtpe “outs."” (Hear, hear.) That had been the game which had ruined 
many companies, and if care be not taken it would ruin this. The Chairman 


of the committee gd told them that the committee had no reason to wish a vote 





of censure to be passed on the directors, which he begged the independent share- 
holders to bear in mind. (Hear.) In October last they all re-elected Mr. Stock 
and Mr. Salmon, and he now asked himself what had since occurred to recal 
that confidence? As an independent shareholder, he saw no reason whatever. 
The directors had had great difficulties to contend against, and if gentlemen 
who were elected as directors acted in a bona fidemanner, and did the best they 
could under the circumstances, he contended those gentlemen deserved the con- 
fidence which all the shareholders accorded tothem six months since. (Hear, 
hear.) And the more especially as that confidence was not affected in any way 
by the report of the Committee of Conference, because the Chairman of the 
committee had told them distinctly that they saw no reason for a vote of cen- 
sure npon the board. They must recollect that the patient was very illindeed, 
and would not need more shaking, and there was no shaking so rude, so fatal, 
as a total retirement of a board of directors and the substitution of a totally 
new board. It must be recollected that all boards were liable to errors, and 
while he admitted the probable desirability of an infusion of new blood among 
their board, it was not be expected any reconstructed board would be infal- 
lible. They could now make their directors responsible, but if they elected an 
entirely new body they would be able to shift all their mistakes upon the should- 
ers of the old board. He for one would not consent to any measure which would 
throw them upon new shoulders, If that were done the company was inevit- 
ably doomed. 

A protracted discussion ensued, in which Messrs. Whish, Hallows, Fenton, 
Hurst, Gledhill, Consul Hemming, and others took part.-—Mr. SALMON reviewed 
the statements which had been made by Mr. Gledhill, and stated that they were 
without foundation. He added that if Mr. Gledhill were voted a director the 
whole board wouldat once retire. ——The motion adopting the report of the com- 
mittee was put and carried unanimously. Upon the question as to the adoption 
of the accounts, a poll was demanded. 

Mr. Councillor Clapham (of Leeds), who had been nominated by the committee 
of conference, and also by Mr. Gledhill’s committee, and approved by the board, 
was unanimously electeda director. Mr. Thomas Styring, of Huddersfield, who 
was also nominated by the three sections, was then proposed for the second 
vacancy, and upon a show of hands being taken was declared elected. Subse- 
quently a poll was demanded by Mr. Gledhill——The CHAIRMAN ruled that 
the poll should be taken on Thursday.—The meeting then separated. 


MARIQUITA MINING COMPANY (LIMITED). 


The second annual meeting of shareholders was held at the London 
Tavern, on Monday,—Mr. R, A. RouTH in the chair. 

Mr. C. O. ROGERS (the secretary) read the advertisement conven- 
ing the meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN said that it was now his duty to propose that the 
report of the directors be received and adopted. It had been seen 
that the quantity of rough ore dealt with at the Santa Ana Mines be- 
tween Jan. 31, 1867, and Jan. 31,1868, had been 1956 tons ; that the quantity of 
concentrated or dressed ore proceeding therefrom had been 482 tons, which bad 
produced 388,119 ozs. of fine silver, or an average of 79 ozs. per ton. The board 
were again sorry to have to report a considerable loss upon the working of this 
mine for the past year. Various causes had contributed to this unfortunate re- 
sult. During February, March, and April a satisfactory amount of work was 
done, although the mineral treated was not of such a rich character as was ex- 
pected. The quantity of rough ore extracted was 1202 tons, producing 23,994 ozs. 
of fine silver. The lode was then looking strong, and with every indication of 
improvement in quality. On May 25 aserious fire took place in the 110fm. level, 
causing the death of four miners, and to extinguish which it was found neces- 
sary to stop the pumping-engine, and place all the lower workings under water ; 
when the mine was re-opened, on August 15, it was found that a run had taken 
place in the 110 fm. level, which entirely prevented the extraction of mineral 
until repaired, It was not until September that mineral again was extracted 
from the stopes. Inthe meantime the directors had sent instructions to the su- 
perintendent, Mr. Bull, that should he find, on again commencing the breaking 
of mineral, that the improvement in the quality of the ore at the bottom did not 
continue to the extent anticipated, he should at once reduce the establishment, 
by stopping all further extraction of ore for the time being, and prosecute only 
the sinking the new shaft, and laying open the lode at the vottom, so that it 
might be taken away more economically and in larger quantities. On Dec. 17, 
Mr. Bull, finding that the character of the lode showed but little signs of im- 
mediate improvement, acted upon the instructions of the board, and placed the 
establishment on a reduced footing. Since the return of Mr. Bull to England, the 
Santa Ana Mine had been placed under thesuperintendence of Mr. R. J. Treffry, 
a gentleman of considerable mining experience in New Granada, and intimately 
acquainted with the mineral properties of the Santa Ana district. The extracts 
from Mr. Treffry’s letter show that there were about 160 square fathoms of lode 
between Lara’s winze and the northern extremity of the present bottom stope, 
which, owing to the disadvantageous method of working, cannot be profitably 
extracted until the proposed works of development shall so far lay open the 
ground as to allow of its being mined by back stoping. Mr. Treffry states that 
** judging from the present and past yield of this run of lode, the value of this 
piece of ground is about $250,000, or about 42,000/., and, supposing it to continue 
in depth, of which there can be little doubt, whilst this is being extracted the 
lode beneath will be in course of development for keeping up the supply of ore, 
It is, moreover, probable that the bunch will be found to extend southwards fur- 
ther than can at present be seen, and that the dead ground which has inter- 
rupted the continuity of the lode through a considerable extent between the 50 
and 100 fm. levels, and the flookan and Illingworth’s shaft, will be cut out and 
replaced by productive lode, as pointed out in the section of the Santa Ana Mine 
accompanying Mr. Gower’s report of 1854. Then, there is a lode to the east of 
and parallel to this, upon which limited workings have formerly been carried 
on, and rich ore produced, which will be cross-cut into, and will, in all proba- 
bility, open out a profitable source of supply. Again, there is the lode going 
down by Illingworth’s shaft, and which has been neglected for many years. Upon 
this workings will be opened between the 80 and 100 fm, levels, with every pro- 
bability of furnishing a large supply of good ores.’’ Mr, Treffry adds that ‘** be- 
sides these known sources of mineral, there is the entire lode standing unexplored 
both to the north and south of the present working, save only at the shallow 
adit, which once furnished good ores, and this circumstance indicates the exis- 
tence of ore deeper, at points accessible by levels from the deep workings of the 
mine on the course of the lode, upon which levels of exploration should be ex- 
tended both north and south, for upon the discovery of sources of ore in these 
directions depends, in a great measure, the question of the duration of the mine, 
as the increasing difficulties and cost of working in depth, unless the lode be- 
comes much richer, must sooner or later limit the workingin this direction, The 
probability of cutting into good ore ground by the cross-cut at the 70 fm. level 
to the 8. Juan lodes, I have not taken into consideration in my calculations. 
This is, no doubt, an important and interesting work, and if successful, will place 
theestablishment ina profitable and permanent position.’’ Shouldanycircum- 
stance arise which might tend to weaken the confidence Mr. Treffry now enter- 
tains of the successful issue of the enterprise confided to his management, Mr. 
Treffry would immediately inform the directors thereof, The board congratu- 
lated the proprietors upon the now greatly improved position of Santa Ana Mine. 
By the placing of the pumpwork in Lara’s winze a reserve of ore of 160 square 
fathoms, estimated at the value of $250,000, can now be taken away. Thesink- 
ing of the new shaft tothe 130 fm. level, soas to open out the branch at the bot- 
tom, is being prosecuted with vigour, and is now fully completed 3 fms. below 
the 120, The discovery of the rich branch of mineral in Bull’s lode, near Illing- 
worth’s Shaft, isa very important feature, and most probably a rich branch of 
mineral will be found in this direction. Mr. Treffry fully expects to be able to 
resume the production of returns at this mine in the present month. 

Mr. FATHARLY asked whether Mr. Bull had not occupied the position of 
superintendent, and if so whether he was not responsible for the system he now 
complained of ?——The CHAIRMAN said had they been in a position to have 
entirely suspended the extraction of ore for (say) 12 or 18 months, the property 
could have been opened out thoroughly and in a miner-like manner, but their 
financial position had not permitted that being done. As regards the Marmato 
Mines, they had given during the year ending Jan. 31 the following result :— 
The quantity of rough ore raised had been 20,969 tons; and the quantity of ore 
stamped, including ore on hand at the commencement of the year and ore re- 
stamped, 18,048 tons. The total produce of gold and silver, including purchased 
gold, has been 5112 ozs. 13 dwts. of gold and 3044 ozs. 19 dwts. of silver, of which 
the amount obtaired by purchase was 235 ozs. of fine gold and 173 ozs, 1 dwt. of 
fine silver. The first six months’ working at this mine for the past year pro- 
duced a fair surplus of returns over cost, but in the succeeding months great 
interruption to the works was caused by the damage done to the mills and water- 
courses by the terrific storms and hurricanes which visited that part of the world 
in the autumn of last year, and which, besides injuring the stamping-mills, 
choked up for a time several of the principal sources of mineral supply. Not 
suly, therefore, were the returns for these months very much lower than the 
average, but the monthly cost was augmented considerably by the repairs which 
had to be done to machinery, &c. The average quality of the ore treated during 
the past year was 5 dwts. 9 grs., being a slight improvement upon the previous 
year, This establishment had been placed under the charge of Mr. Treherne, 
At the Aguas Claras a further large outlay had been made for finishing off the 
reduction works and buildings necessary for the carrying on of the works. The 
progress has been slow, and the hindrances and consequent delays most annoy- 
ing; added to which it has been found that the treatment of the ores by the 
barrel process was exceedingly unsatisfactory. Acting on the recommendation 
of Mr. Treffry, the directors gave instructions that no further mineral should 
be treated for the present, but that the richer portions of the ore should be 
selected and exported to this country. Six parcels had been sent forward, con- 
sisting of 38 tons, containing by assay 21,355 ozs. of fine silver. He (the Chair- 
man) need not tell the shareholders that this was most extraordinarily rich ore. 
This result was satisfactory, as it confirmed what he stated at the last meeting, 

A SHAREHOLDER enquired if the reduction works were finished ? 

The CHAIRMAN replied in the affirmative, adding that they were now at work. 
It was found that the ores were not only rich in silver, but that they also yielded 
a high percentage of lead. They were not easily smelted by the barrel process 
adopted at Santa Ana, and, therefore, Mr. Treffry had recommended them to 
erect smelting furnaces, which would be the cheaper of the two methods, and 
also more effective for that character of ore. 

Mr. FIELD asked whether the directors did not think the expense at Aguas 
Claras had been unduly large ?——The CHAIRMAN said, while the outlay had 
been large, it should be remembered that Mr. Treffry had stated in his re- 
port that ore of the value of 20,0007. had been opened up at the present time; 
therefore, the expense had been but fair and reasonable. If Mr. Treffry’s report 
were correct—and he (the Chairman) considered they had every reason to place 
confidence in it—then he had no hesitation in saying that the Aguas Claras 
Mine possessed one of the most extraordinary deposits of mineral that had ever 
been discovered. He might state that Mr. Treherne, who was a man that could 
be depended upon, had been entrusted with the superintendence of the Marmato 
establishment, and Mr. Brandon, who had taken a personal interest in the mines, 
was now the agent of the company in Bogota. Marmato was amine which must 
pay if worked economically ; it would never pay large profits, but, at the same 
time, they had a right to expect it should prove moderately remunerative. There 
was any quantity of stuff-in fact, the company was too rich in mines, for they 
had not sufficient capital to work three large establishments.

The CHAIRMAN said the accounts could only be made upas they were receive 
from the other side, and it would be impossible to give figures of a later date 
than those which appeared in the balance-sheet. As to the items of capita] 
they appeared in the last balance-sheet, and he could not help thinking that if 
all those items were placed in each succeeding balance-sheet it could not fail to 
be confusing rather than perspicuous. 

The report and balance-sheet were received and adopted. 

Mr. Spencer Herapath and Mr. Mocatta were re-elected directors. 

Messrs. Moates and Gifford were re-appointed official auditors, and Mr. P, 
Heath was appointed shareholders’ auditor. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors terminated the proceedings,

At the adjourned general meeting, held on Feb. 20 last, Mr. Clemes’ report, 
dated Jan. 31, having been read, it was resolved unanimously—‘‘ That the meet- 
ing concurred in the opinion expressed in the report of Mr. Clemes, that the com- 
pany’s mining property was too valuable to be abandoned. That inasmuch as 
a sum of not less tlian 50,0001., spread over a period of three years, might be re- 
quired for the further development of the mines, the uncalled capital of the 
existing company might prove insufficient for that purpose ; and, moreover, it 
might not accord with the wishes of all the shareholders, that the whole re- 
maining capital of the company should be called up. That for these reasons the 
meeting approved of the suggestionwhich had been made for the formation of a 
new company, with a sufficient capital for the further development of the pro- 
perty ; and invited the shareholders generally to concur in raising the required 
capital, and thus secure for themselves the returns which might yet be realised 
from their mines. That the scheme which had been proposed from the chair 
appeared well calculated to effect that object by offering a preferential dividend 
to the subscribers of the new capital, and at the same time a substantial inte- 
rest in the company to those shareholders who might not be disposed to embark 
further capital. That the meeting, therefore, heartily recommended the scheme 
to the favourable consideration of their brother shareholders, in the hope that 
it might prevent the loss of a mining property which had been a most produc- 
tive one, and which the meeting considered there was good ground for believing 
might yet be restored to its former prosperity.

Mr. Clemes, in his report, strongly 
advises the exploration of the unwrought ground, and is of opinion that, at the 
present price of ores, say 15s. 6d. per unit, a sum of 30,0001, will be sufficient for 
the purpose. He is also of opinion that during the progress of the operations 
valuable discoveries of ore might be made, which would add to the returns, and 
proportionably reduce the amount of capital to beexpended. By the company’s 
Deed of Settlement the court of directors have power to raise money on mortgage 
of the mines. In place of the coinpany sustaining any loss last year there will 
be a small profit; but had the present prices ruled during the whole of that year 
the profits would have amounted to upwards of 60001. The directors now pro- 

pose to ask the shareholders for their sanction to raise any sum, not exceeding 
50,0001., by the issue of debentures, upon such terms and in such manner as may 
hereafter be determined. 

The CHAIRMAN said the scheme propounded by the directors for 

the subscription of additional capital had not been responded to by 
the shareholders. The board perfectly agreed with Mr. Clemes—in 
whom they placed the utmost confidence—that it would be very unwise to aban- 
don the property, but they could not disgulse the fact that if a certain amount 
of capital were not forthwith subscribed there wouid be no option left. More- 
over, it was evident that it must be raised by other means than that propounded 
by what might be called the Aand Bscheme. He drew attention to the greatly 
improved condition of the copper market, stating that he believed the indica- 
tions were such as to Justify the hope it would prove progressive in its character ; 
but, however satisfactory that feature was, it did not obviate the necessity of 
raising morecapital. Under these circumstances, his friend, Mr. Palmer, would 
move a resolution with reference to the exercise of their powers to raise money 
upon debentures. Considering the difficulties which surrounded the undertaking, 
it was perfectly impossible to surmount them unless the directors were backed 
up by the proprietors—it was a question, indeed, of self-help, for if they could 
raise the necessary capital upon debentures it was quite possible they might 
turn the corner. The amount subscribed should -be 25,0001. It was proposed 
that the debentures should bear the same interest as the A shares in the old 
scheme—that is, 15 per cent. ; and it was further proposed that there should be 
a sinking fund established out of the future profits for the purpose of retiring 
the debentures as they fell due. 

Mr. PALMER said the Chairman had fully explained the position of the com- 
pany, and, therefore, it devolved upon him (Mr. Palmer) simply to move the re- 
solution with regard to the issue of debentures. He begged upon this occasion 
to express the obligation of the shareholders for the very great and valuable 
assistance afforded by the Chairman, notwithstanding that he held but a very 
small personal interest in the company. The Chairman had been of great ser- 
vice to the board, and he (Mr. Palmer) entirely endorsed all that he had said 
with reference to the present position of thecompany. The Aand B scheme had 
signally failed ; it was perfectly plain they could not goon as they were, for 
they must soon come to a dead lock. If the money were not subscribed within 
a month he should be—although a large shareholder—among the foremost to 
wind-up the company. He then moved the following resolution :—** That as the 
scheme submitted to the adjourned general meeting, held on Feb. 20 last, and 
unanimously approved of by that meeting, has not met with such success as to 
warrant its further prosecution, and as this meeting adheres to the opinion that 
the company’s mining property is too valuable to be abandoned, it is expedient 
that the funds requisite for the explorations recommended in Mr. Clemes’ re- 
port of January 31 last be raised by other means. That the court of directors, 
therefore, be requested to exercise the power conferred upon them by the Deed 
of Settlement of raising money by the mortgage of the company’s mines, and 
they are hereby authorised and requested to raise a sum of not exceeding 50,0002., 
by the issue of debentures, to be secured by a mortgage of the mines, upon such 
terms and conditions as the court of directors shall determine.” 

Mr. WILLIAMS seconded the proposition. 

Mr, CHALLIS wished to know if the uncalled capital could not be pledged for 


‘ ~ the repayment of the debentures ?—Mr. PALMER feared there were legal diffi-

evities which prevented that being done. The directors had an express power 
to raise money by mortgage of the mines, but that power did not covenant on 
the part of the company to pay the debt.——Mr. CHALLIS enquired if it were 
not possible for the board to make the company liable? If the uncalled capital 
could be pledged, the required amount might be obtained in a few hours. 

Mr. PALMER did not see how the uncalled capital could be mortgaged. Could 
it be done it would be a very good security, inasmuch as the uncalled capital 
amounted to 45,0001., in addition to which there would be the mines.

The notice convening the meeting having been read, the minutes 
of the last were approved. 

The report of the committee of management was read, as follows :— 

The committee have the continued satisfaction to state that the development 
of the mine has been prosecuted with the utmost energy and economy. The re- 
sult of cutting through the lode in the 90 fm. level, which was accomplished in 
April, has been watched with considerable interest, and although so far as yet 
driven upon it is of no great productive value, it is, nevertheless, so congenial 
in its nature, and so similar in its mineralogical character to the lodes in the 
neighbouring mines that have proved profitably productive, that the committee 
can but feel encouraged to hope that the lode will become more concentrated for 
lead at a deeper level. The 90 fm. level, in driving east and west, may also yet 
improve in value. The shareholders will, however, bear in mind that the ob- 
ject the present company had in its formation was to prove the lode at or below 
the 100 fm. level, and there is every inducement to push forward to attain it.

May 20.—At your last general meeting the shaftmen were engaged cutting 
plat at the 90, which has been completed, and the cross-cut extended north 
5 fms. 5 ft. 6 in., which together with the plat, makes the distance from the shaft 
to the lode at this level 7 fins, 3 ft. 6 in. ; we then cut through the lode, and found 
it at the point of intersection to be about 13 ft. wide; the first 9 ft. composed 
of hard quartz, mundic, and strong spots of lead ; the remainder capels, flookan, 
soft quartz, and lead, though not enough to value; it is a fine-looking lode. 
Findiug the north part the most favourable to drive on we have driven west on

The point in the mine was the cutting of the lode in the 
100 fm. level, which it was expected would be reached in about slx weeks or two 
months.——Mr. EDWARD CooKE confessed that he had been somewhat disap- 
pointed with regard to the 90 fm. level ; but the indications were such as fully 
justified the belief that a productive lode would be found at the 100 fm. level. 
It was to be remembered that from the relative position of West Chiverton and 
North Chiverton the 100 fm. level at the latter mine would be equal only to the 
80 fm. level in the former mine, At the 90, in West Chiverton, their profitable 
results commenced. 

Mr. PETER WATSON said that from the report it would appear that the con-

MINING IN NEVADA, U.S. 


[From our Correspondent.) 


As a matter of special interest to our mining readers, we take the 
liberty of making the following extracts from the Report of Professor 
M. C. VINCENT, who accompanied Col. BUEL in March of this year 
to Nevada, U.S., for the purpose of reporting upon the Belmont 
mining property, which it is understood the Colonel proposes to offer 
in this market, in sucha manner, and upon such terms, as cannot prove 
otherwise than remunerative to those who may become interested, 
and at the same time reassure the public, not by promises of future 
and contingent return, but by actual production of bullion, imme- 
diately upon the transfer of the property, as the same is now, and has 
been, producing regularly for the past 18 months. To secure the con- 
trol of this property, Col. Buel has made two trips to Nevada within 
the past year; the last more particularly, to have it examined and 
reported upon by a competent engineer, he desiring to have the fullest 
and most complete examination possible before there wasa move made 
towards its negociation. This course we cannot help looking upon 
as a step in the right direction, for although there is, doubtless, much 
valuable partially developed property in Nevada, to direct notice 
thereto it is necessary that the results of paying property should be 
made known, and this can only be effected by persons here becoming 
interested in dividend-paying mines, such as this certainly appears 
to be, judging from the report, as well as from other information 
which we have been able to gather. It is a mistaken idea to think, 
as some do, that if a property were really upon a paying basis it 
would not be offered. This disposition to sell anything and every- 
thing, even the coveted homestead, would be better appreciated here 
if people could be aware of the numerous avenues of profitable in- 
vestment in the Pacific States of America, and the enormous interest 
paid even upon the best security. We cannot but look favourably 
upon Col. Buel’s enterprise, and believe that the placing of a few such 
mining properties as the Belmont Company’s estate in the London 
market would give a healthy stimulus to mining investments in that 
country. Prof. Vincent says :— 

Said property is situated one mile from the town of Belmont, in the county 
of Nye, State of Nevada, United States, and about 70 miles from the eastern 
line of the southern portion of California. It comprises a landed reservation of 
about 13 acres, in the central part of Belmont, with a spring of excellent water 
thereon, of such force as to be ample for all milling purposes, &c., together with 
various powerful mineral lodes or veins rich in silver ores, the principal of 
which are known as the Transylvania Nos. 1, 2,and 3; the Fair View (commonly 
called Highbridge) ; and the El Dorado North. The vein most actively worked 
at the time of my visit was the Transylvania No. !,on which thecompany owns 
a lineal extent of 857 feet. An incline shaft had been sunk on the course of 
the lode to the depth of 153 feet, various levels had been driven, and several 
thousand tons of ore extracted. The lineal extent of operations on the lode was, 
approximately, 190 feet. Much preparatory work had been done. I measured 
a mass of ore, which was entirely “‘ surrounded,’ and found it to contain 5800 
tons. The gangue or veinstone, a clouded, rather compact quartz, exhibits the 
most favourable characteristics. The ore above the water-line is generally found 
in a more or less chloridised condition, and the silver obtainable by the ‘* wet 
processs ’’—that is, by simply crushing and amalgamating. The nett quantity 
of silver realised by this procedure had been, up to the time of my visit, about 
60 per cent. of the actual amount of precious metal, fully 25 per cent. less than 
would have been secured by the *‘ dry process’’—i.e., by ‘‘ roasting,’’ to drive 
off or vaporise the impurities of the ores, and thus facilitate a rapid and more 
perfect amalgamation. The amount of silver carried off in “ float pulp’’ was, 
doubtless, equal to about 40 percent. This very fine pulp, or ‘‘ tailings” as it 
is termed, had been carefully collected. I estimated the quantity on hand, If 
properly treated by roasting, to be worth 20,0001. sterling nett. From various 
samples of the same I obtained, by fire assay, a result in silver equal to $52 IIc., 
or 101. 8s.544d. perton. The associated minerals of the Belmont ores are galena, 
copper (each in considerable quantities), zinc, antimony, sulphur, &c. These 
are generally in simple forms; hence, as it will be seen, there are no refractory 
or really difficult elements in combination with the silver. Indeed, the copper 
in many places, and generally where the ores are richest in silver, isso abundant, 
and of such excellent character, as under other circumstances to amply justify 
a separate working. Stromeyerite, generally known in the locality as stetefeld- 
tite, together with both the green and blue carbonates of copper, make up often- 
times striking features of the ores. , 

The average width of Transylvania No, lisjabout 7 ft, 2in, The extremesof 


thickness range from 3 ft. 6 in. to 15 ft. ; the latter thickness occurring at the 
lowest point reached by the incline shaft, and immediately above the water line. 
Should this enlargement continue, and the ores maintain their increase of rich- 
ness in silver as exhibited at the lowest point gained, very excellent results must 
follow. It isfoundin the operations of the Combination Company (who own 

a portion of each lode comprised in this property) that the ores taken out from 
below the water-line are intensified sulphurets—having lost all trace of their 
chloride character—and become proportionately rich in silver as they increase 
inconcentration. Iexamined several tons of ore near the Combination shaft, 
which had been raised from below water. This was an unusually fine show of 
sulphurets, and would yield quite 3001. sterling of silver to the ton, The whole 
of this ore came from a point within a very few feet of the Belmont Company's 
line, and it cannot be doubted that great quantities of similar sulphurets will 
be derived from their lodes, whenever similar depth isobtained. From the treat. 
ment of a ton of ore, taken during my visit, from Transylvania No. 1, ata point 
just above the water-line, a yield of $391 13c. (equal to 781. 4s. 64d.) of silver 
was obtained. This was at a vertical depth of about 140 ft. I believe that all 
ore from a corresponding depth, and from the same section of the lode, will give 
a return equal to this: but from all appearances the yield from the same streak 
or band of the vein will, immediately we descend below the point of permanent 
water, far exceed this result. In considering more specifically the various cha- 
racteristics of the lode, it may be estimated that about one-third the volume of 
quartz is worthless, or of very low grade; one-third will yleld about $60 (121) 
of silver perton by * dry process.’’, Theremaining third, at and near the water- 
line, about $400 (80/.) per ton, It will be observed that, as yet, but about one- 
fifth of the chlorid ores of the company’s possession on Transylvania No. 1 has 
been removed. These chlorids, or more exactly semi-chlorids, extending, as they 
do, to the depth of at least 130 ft., constitute, from the case with which the sil- 
ver can be obtained, and from the immediate availability of the ores in mining, 
a source of revenue seldom to be found in connection with a similar amount of 
surface ores. About 200 ft. west of Transylvania No. 1, occurs Transylvania 
No. 2. This lode, on which thecompany owns 504 ft., is a well-defined vein of 
3 ft. in thickness ; considerable surface work has been done upon it, and an in- 
cline shaft, 60 ft. deep, sunk with the ledge, which dips at an angle of about 52° 
totheeast. The quartz both in appearance and productiveness corresponds very 
nearly with that of Transylvania No. 1. 

About 20 ft. westwardly from Transylvania No, 2 occurs Transylvania No. 3. 
This is a small vein of about 2 ft. in thickness, but similar in the general cha- 
racter of its ores to the two former lodes. Some 10ft. further west is the Fair 
View, of which the company own 600 feet. This is a most important feature 
of the Belmont property, both as regards the great volume of the lode, and the 
excellent character of the ore, This extraordinary deposit has been tested, by 
means of a shaft, to the depth of 180 feet. The thickness of the quartz ranges 
from 3 to 35 feet, and the precious metal appears to be distributed with unusual 
uniformity throughout the entire lode. Along the line of the deposit oute rops 
of beautiful ore are to be seen, rising someslmes 2 or 3 ft. above the surface of 
the ground. Like the veinstone of the other deposits, that of the Fair View is 
a favourable description of quartz, generally clouded, though at times almost 
black throughout, with sheer richness of the silver. Metallic chloride, or horns 
silver, is very common, and often large masses of ore and quartz are to be seen 
literally plated with it. A beautiful iodide of silver is also met with, but less 
frequently. Transylvania Nos, 2 and 3, from their immediate contiguity to the 
Fair View, were worked conjointly with it, each to the extent of 120ft. on the 
line of the deposits, and 40 ft. in depth, the period of operations extending from 
Sept. 17, 1866, to March 29,1867. In this short space (six months), by the employ- 
ment of 15 men only, the large sum of $110,000 in bullion was obtained, At that 
juncture the property passed into other hands. The new proprietors now pro- 
ceeded to inaugurate mining in a regular way, and began the development of 
Transylvania No. 1. The result was, from March 29, 1867, to Feb. 14, 1868, 
$94,526 57°100 in bullion. The figuresof both this and the above amount of 
$110,000 T obtatned from the books of the first National Bank of Nevada, where 
the silver was sold. The large sum derived in the six months from the Fair 
Fiew and its associates was obtained wholly by surface work—that is, by strip- 
ping the soil off a sufficient width to at once uncover all the three deposits, and 
thus proceed as in simple quarrying. The result will show that the quartz must 
have been exceedingly rick in silver, even at the surface. The ore was treated 
at the company’s mill by the ‘* wet process,’’ which, as we have seen, would only 
secure a return equal to about three-fifths of the actual amount of silver con- 
tained in the quartz. The mill is situated on the company’s reservation, carries 
ten stamps, is an excellent wooden structure, substantial and well-appointed for 
wet crushing, of sufficient capacity for ten additional stamps, and. as it was con- 
structed with the view of such enlargement, this increased capability could be 
effected at comparatively littie cost. The present appliances comprise an excel- 
lent steam-engine of about 30-horse power, with an extra boller intended to be 
used when other ten stamps are added ; eight large pans, as amalgamators and 
settlers; together with office, retort-room, assay-room, blacksmith shop, &c, 
The entire establishment cost $60,000, over 12,0001. In addition to these im- 
provements are others of importance (in the immediate vicinity of the lodes), 
including two boarding-houses, an office, and a magazine of solid granite. 

The El Dorado North, on which the company owns 1000 ft., lies about a quarter 
of a mile to the west of the Fair View. This vein runs nearly parallel with the 
foregoing, is a deposit of great magnitude, and promises to be one of great value. 
No demonstration has been made on it except at one point, where an incline has 
been sunk on the course of the ledge to the depth of 180 feet. At this point the 
lode is fully 35 ft. in thickness. To an extent of 50 ft. below the surface the ore 
is uniformly a rich brown chloride, and very easy, both as regards mining and 
treatment. This lodeis certainly one of marked character, and will rank fairly 
With the Highbridge and Transylvania No.1. Froma tonanda half of ore 
from near the incline shaft, worked at the Keystone Mill at Austin, $490°50 in 
bullion was obtained. 

Besides the accumulation of tailings referred to, in quantity about 3000 tons, 
a pile of low grade ore, which will measure approximately 4000 tons, lies awaiting 
the stamps. As this ore will afford, at a lowestimate, $22 per ton by “ wet pro- 
cess,’’ Which treatment will not entail a cost of more than $8 to $10 per ton, it 
will be seen that a large profit willattend the operation. By the * dry process "’ 
mining and milling of the ores costs about $25 to $27 per ton. 

As to the persistance of the ores in depth, no reasonable doubt can be enter- 
tained. It is a general characteristic of true argentiferous veins of this descrip- 
tion to rather increase, both in volume and richness, as the workings descend ; 
and experience has fully substained all the Belmont lodes in these particulars, 
As to the continuance of the deposits horizontally, the property could scarcely 
be better tested. On the north the workings of the Combination Company come 
immediately up to the line, while on the south the Transylvania No. 1 has been 
worked by the Silver Bend Company through a distance of 700 feet. As to the 
situation and surroundings of the mines, probably no silver-producing region of 
the world is more highly favoured. By means of Monitor Valley the veins can 
be easily drained. Each lode may be said tocontaina practically inexhaustible 
store of ore, and as practised mining labour is abundant at about $4 per day, the 
amount of income to be realised from the deposits is only to be determined by 
the forces employed. All necessaries for working the property on an extended 
scale are immediately at hand; salt, for chloridising ; pine and cedar logs, for 
timbering—for about 4s. each ; and abundance of fire-wood at $5 per cord; of 
the latter about 500 cords are upon the ground. 

Belmont, the official town of the county, founded about a yearand a half ago, 
is beautifully laid out, the population numbering about 1000. The people are 
of superior intelligence, and everything bears the marks of industry and pro- 
gress. A good school, good newspaper, &c., are prominent features of the place. 
The company’s landed reservation, lying as it does in the heart of the town, is 
even as a property for building sites; of the highest importance. I have ex- 
amined many of the principal silver and other mincral regions of the world, but 
have seen none more free, probably not so free, from adverse considerations as 
this.

MINING IN CANADA—FRONTENAC LEAD MINE.—Systematic work- 
ings have been commenced at the Frontenac Mine about 16 miles from Kingston, 
and Prof. Chapman, of Toronto has recently visited and examined the workings.

The vein of mineral in Loughborough, which is owned by five 
gentlemen of Kingston, who have formed themselves into a company for the pur- 
pose of developing it, is in the track of this supposed line; and itis possible that 
still further discoveries may be made, the intervening country having been but 
very imperfectly explored. The first discoveries were made by Mr. Rousehorn, 
a farmer, and itis upon the Rousehorne lot that operations have been com- 
menced, Substantial buildings of frame have been erected, as well as black- 
smith’s shop, powder magazine, and ore house, A shaft has been sunk 40 ft., and 
an adit level, already driven 150 ft., is being driven to meet it in depth ; stoping 
will be commenced as soon as a communication ts effected.

REMARKS,—Business has been much more active in the Metal Mar- 
ket during the week than it has been for some time past, and trans- 
actions have been more numerous and generally more extensive, while 
orders are also coming in much more satisfactorily, and enquiries are 
becoming more frequent, all of which show that commercial matters 
have now taken a decidedly favourable turn, and it may not unrea- 
sonably be anticipated that a more encouraging state of business 
altogether will shortly be inaugurated, and that we are about to be re- 
lieved entirely from the depression which has so long remained over 
the market, and to enter upon a course of activity which will lead to 
the prosperous condition of the metal trade which was formerly en- 
joyed., It is gratifying to find that our anticipations of a better 
state of things have not been disappointed, and it is earnestly to be 
hoped that nothing may arise to interfere with the present revival in 
trade, and that we may now be enabled from time to time to record 
the continued and progressing advancement of the metal market. 
The intelligence received from the United States that the Senate have 
rejected one of the clauses of the impeachment of the President is 
matter of rejoicing, and it is to be hoped that when they vote upon 
the other clauses the same result may follow, as it would be sad to 
find that so important a matter as the removal of the President from 
his office should be decided by a party vote, and upon charges so 
utterly frivolous. We trust, therefore, that the decision upon this 
clause will be an earnest of that upon them all, and that the matter 
will be set at rest. The advices from India appear to be rather more 
favourable, and the prospect is decidedly more encouraging. 

CopPpER.—The market generally is rather quiet, and no transac- 
tions of importance have occurred, except for Chili bars, in which a 
considerable business has been done, amounting to about 2000 tons, 
it is supposed at 762. per ton. Wallaroo has been sold at 83/., cash, 

Iron.—In Staffordshire, in consequence of the strike, some orders 
which had been given out have been cancelled, and placed else- 
where, but there is no marked improvement in the demand; com- 
plaints are very general of the reduction of prices, by the competi- 
tion of other districts, which leads to unremunerative prices. The 
orders for South America are expected to be larger, while the East 
Indian demand is also rather better. In Welsh, the ironmasters have 
not received any orders of importance during the week, and the po- 
sition of the trade remains without alteration. There is a fair en- 
quiry for the United States; and out of 14,620 tons exported last 
month New York alone took no less than 7885 tons. Advices from 
America as to the future are favourable, the requirements of the 
leading railway companies in that country being large. Continental 
engagements are numerous, and hopes are entertained that Russia 
will be a good customer this season. On home account specifica- 
tions are not yet offered with the freedom expected, financial con- 
siderations being, it is believed, the cause why buyers are so back- 
ward, In Swedish iron the demand is less active. In Scotch pig- 
iron hardly any change has occurred during the week, the last price 
received from Glasgow being 52s, cash, 

LEAD.—The demand has rather improved, and more business has 
been done, but prices still remain without alteration, 

TiN.— English is at present only in limited request, and the market 
is quiet at the official quotations, For Straits the market remains 
inactive : some transactions have occurred at 93/, cash, and there are 
still sellers at this price. 

SPELTER,—Although no large amount of business has taken place, 
prices are rather firmer, and transactions have occurred at 20/, 10s., 
which may be considered the quotations for parcels on the spot. 

TIN-PLATES are rather easier in price, and cokes can be obtained 
at 22s, per box, STEEL and QUICKSILVER without change,

COLLIERS’ UNIONISM., 

The latest phase of Unionism in connection with the working of 
our coal mines has just occupied the attention of the Legislative 
Commission appointed to investigate the great Trades Union ques- 
tion, The Commissioners, when the strike had lasted nine weeks, 
and after the employers had been compelled to send back the Staf- 
fordshire colliers, examined masters and men from Wigan; and, with 
more than customary promptitude, the evidence given was available 
for the information of the public last Wednesday. Because of the 
newness of the Wigan strife, the information furnishes the most 
suggestive reflections upon the character of the opposition which la- 
hour is now offering to capital in the leading coal fields of Great 
Britain. The unreasonableness of the opposition of the men to their 
masters’ terms is conclusive from the statements made to the Com- 
missioners upon the general question of the reduction by Mr, ALFRED 
HEWLETT, one of the directors of the Wigan Coal and Iron Com- 
pany, who employ about 8000 miners and miners’ helpers, and whose 
get of coal is about a million and three quarter tons a year, Mr, 
HEWLETT showed that the price of coal had been reducing since 
about last August; and, taking the reduction at an average of 2s., 
he estimated that it had affected their company adversely to the ex- 
tent of 150,0007. In December, 1864, coal was dearer than at pre- 
sent, and the wages 30 per cent. lower than now. Without any re- 
quest from the men, the masters advanced the wages LO per cent. in 
that month, and again 10 per cent. in August, 1865. He believed 
that there was a third advance in December, 1866, The reduction 
of 15 per cent., of which notice was given last February, and which 
had led to this strike, would have been made last August—at any 
rate, to the extent of 10 per cent.—had not the masters hoped that 
trade would revive. Taking the present price of coals at 6s. 6d. per 
ton, the proportion in wages was about 60 per cent., so that the re- 
duction in the price of coal to the extent of 30 or 40 per cent. would 
leave 15 per cent. reduction in colliers’ wages as a very moderate ap- 
proximation of what should be taken from them. 

The leading spirits of the Union seem to have been sensible of the 
inutility of any opposition. Mr, MCDONALD, the president of the 
Miners’ National Association, said that he had an interview with 
Mr. PICKARD (the agent of the Association in the Wigan district) 
on the subject, and he had advised Mr. PICKARD that it would be 
foolish to attempt to resist it. He even accompanied Mr, PICKARD 
to a meeting of delegates, representing the various lodges of Wigan, 
and he found that every delegate had come with a written order from 
his men, containing the word “strike,” and instructions to resist 
everything. He and Mr, PICKARD entreated the delegates to consult 
the men further, and another meeting was held; but the workmen 
refused to change their opinions, and the delegates returned still pre- 
pared to strike. Both he and Mr, PICKARD were averse to it. So, 
too, believed WILLIAM ROWE, one of the Wigan Company’s men, 
who was averse to the strike, but he said that after it had begun Mr. 
PICKARD took an active part in it. How active Mr. HEWLETT in- 
timated when he attributed all the violence that had taken place to 
speeches that had been made by some of the local leaders, and mainly 
by Mr. PrcKARD. The speeches in question had special reference to 
the underground officer of the company, Mr, SAMUEL LANCASTER, 
Mr. HEWLETT gave an extract of what Mr, PICKARD was reported 
to have said. He charged Mr, LANCASTER with robbery, and confis- 
cation of poor men’s property, and made use of the following expres- 
sion :— Mr. SAMUEL LANCASTER would not live for ever, but might 
do so for any harm that he (Mr, PICKARD) would do him. But if 
Mr, SAMUEL LANCASTER would give him an ingredient that day 
which would quiet him, he would do so.” Very shortly afterwards 
Mr. LANCASTER was attacked, and had he not shown that he was 
armed, Mr. HEWLETT believed that his life might have been placed 
in danger. In connection with this strike Mr. HEWLETT took before 
the magistrates 64 cases during the nine weeks the misunderstand- 
ing existed. The violence in some instances was very great. We 
need not recapitulate what they were—they are too recent to need 
fresh mention. The participation of the Union in this violence, the 
workman, before named, declared when he deposed that the Union 
paid the cost of the defence of the perpetrators of the violence. In 
his case the violence consisted of assaults ; his windows were broken 
with large stones, two of his children narrowly escaped being killed, 
and a label was placed near his house offering a reward of 1002. to 
anyone who would kill him. Some of the other workmen were the 


victims of outrages with gunpowder. ROWe's offence was that he went 
to work at the drop, and refused to pay any longer to the Union. 
After having openly intimated his intention to go to work, he was 
threatened with fatal consequences. 

Before the threat was made this man seems to have combatted the 
question by resistance. 


At one of the men’s meetings he counselled 





working at the reduction tiil the trade got better, and then ask for 
an advance. He supported his arguments by expressing his firm be- 
lief that when that time came they would get it. ‘ But they would 
not (we give his own words) hear my reasoning. They were deter- 
mined to stand, and I asked them the question in the lodge-room— 
Did they think they could beat the masters if they stood under pre- 
sent circumstances? Some said they thought they could not. Then 
why will you strike? Isaid. They did not like to ‘ give in soft,’ they 
said. Well, said I, you will ‘give in soft’ if you stand till you are 
beaten. So I told them that I should work if they stood.” 

Here we have the unreasoning determination of men who are led 
by their Unions to imagine that their combinations are able to pre- 
vent all reductions, and are, therefore, unable to understand their 
leaders when they discouatenace opposition to a reduction. Here, 
too, we have the more intelligent officers led on by this blind resolve 
of the men to a course of proceeding which they know to be preju- 
dicial to the men’s interests, but have neither moral courage to re- 
sist the course, nor power to lay the monster they have raised. The 
combinations are evil, and nothing but evil, and the interests of men 
and masters alike are bound up in their non-existence. 





WAGES IN THE IRON TRADE. 

Wesee by our Staffordshire letter that one of theironmaking firmsin 
that part of the kingdom has taken a step which should be invariably 
practiced whenever there is a resistance by the men to the terms of 
remuneration offered them, after due deliberation, by their employers. 
Not alone the mass of the men, but also the general public, are won- 
derfully influenced by printed statements. The first, although they 
know that the statements which their leaders put forth are delusive, 
yet they cireulate them as documents upon which reliance should be 
placed; and the latter, possessing no information upon the branch 
of industry discussed, believe the facts as narrated. Thus strikes are 
often prolonged beyond the period in which they would otherwise 
terminate, for “ the sympathy of the public,” as the men term it, has 
a great influence upon the men in determining their course of action, 
even though that sympathy should be comparatively unproductive 
of pecuniary aid. 

During the late severe strike in North Staffordshire statements 
published by the men as to the amount of their earnings were met 
towards the close of the struggle by the printing of extracts from the 
pay-books of the masters, by which it was shown that the men re- 
ceived much more money than they had desired the public to believe, 
and that their scale of remuneration was much higher than that ex- 
isting in respect of neighbouring industries, requiring only little less 
labour and no more skill. The truth thus disclosed produced the de- 
sired effect: the strike was not long before it ceased. A precisely 
similar state of things was observed in connection with the more re- 
cent strike in the Middlesborough district. A similar course is now 
being adopted in South Staffordshire. There we perceive a bill is 
placed into the hands of an intelligent manager of one of the works 
from which the men are remaining out, professing to show that at 
the wages now offered in South Staffordshire (7s. 6d. a ton) a puddler 
can earn only 17. 3s. 44d. a week, and that as they had worked “only 
three days a week for the last two years,” forehand puddlers’ wages 
would be only 14s, 1d. per week each. 

To this the manager replies by printing the following :— 

For the information of the tradesmen and public of South Staffordshire and 
adjacent counties, I give below a statement of the earnings of the puddler from 
whom I received the hand-bill for the fortnight previous to the commencement 
of the strike, and also show what he conld earn for the same work at the reduced 
rate of wages :— ‘

Supposing he had worked full time of 10 turns per fortnight, and paid his un- 
derhand 11 turns, he would earn 41.

And this man is now refusing to work, and endeavouring to excite the sym- 
pathies of the public, avhilst he has had the opportunity of earning an average 
of 2/. per week for himself and family, for he might have had full work. The 
last 27 wecks this man worked he made 115 turns, 

It is not everyone that could have earned so much as this man and some others, 
but every puddler at the same works might have earned for himself from 30s, to 
32s. per week, since the reduction in wages was made. 

A copy of the very pay-note which was handed to the man on the 
pay-day before he left work has been sent tous. We know it will be 
perused with interest by every ironmaster by whom it may be seen in 
our columns, not only in Staffordshire, but also elsewhere, and we 
therefore willingly transfer it to this place. Here it is :—

The statement to which this note is so effective a reply leaves out 
all mention of any source of profit to the workman of any but the 
first item. Ironmasters will, therefore, see the peculiar specimens of 
the publications which the men scatter so freely when they are on 
strike. It can be easily imagined how they are likely to bias the 
minds of the workmen in other trades and the shopkeepers on be- 
half of the turn-outs. Masters would, therefore, do well at the com- 
mencement of every labour conflict to make known what the men 
may earn if they like to work at the wages offered to them, We are 
satisfied that thereby such disputes might be terminated with less 
delay, and consequently less loss to masters and men, and likewise 
to the advantage of the many interests dependent upon the continu- 
ance of their harmonious industry. As we write information reaches 
us from South Staffordshire to the effect that in the locality in which 
the Monmoor Works document (Wolverhampton) is most in circula- 
tion—and it was issued only on Wednesday—the puddlers are evince. 
ing a desire to resume work, which they have not before shown at any 
previous date from the commencement of the strike. 





SUBTERRANEAN TEMPERATURE, 


The President of the Geological Society of London (Mr, WARINGTON 
W. SmytH, M.A., F.R.S.) in his anniversary address referred at some 
length to the question of subterranean temperature, which from time 
to time has attracted the attention of the learned. He remarks that 
in connection with thechange of rock masses by metamorphic action, 
and with the phenomena of volcanic forces, we are constantly re- 
minded of the internal temperature of the globe, and find it difficult 
to establish any clear view of the causation of either one or the other 
without being first satisfied of the reality and amount of this in- 
ternal heat. Confessedly there are many difficulties in the way of 
a sufficient knowledge of the character of the interior of the earth, 
even toa moderate depth; but surely among the main facts upon 
which we may depend is that of an increase of temperature with in- 
creasing depth. Such is, however, the desire on the part of certain 
writers to launch their own novelties, and to upset the old land- 
marks, thet one has seen this position of late altogether questioned, 
or an explanation of the increased heat proposed in the compression 
of the air, the friction caused by the working of mines, and in the 
warmth of men, the burning of candles, gunpowder, &c. All these 
are, doubtless, efficient causes, and in enquiries pretending to accu- 
racy must be either avoided or eliminated, but they have long since 
been shown to be inadequate to produce the results obtained. Al- 
though all actual observers are agreed upon the main point at issue, 
it is very true that a great uncertainty prevails as to the rate of ele- 
vation of tempernture met with in descending, whether it be accord- 
ing to a regular scale of progression, increasing directly with the 
depth, or be intermittent, as maintained long ago by Mr. R. W. Fox 
—whether it increases below a certain horizon in a less rapid ratio, 
and after reaching a given depth again more rapidly—and kow much 





crust of the earth. A further and growing reason for enquiry into 
this subject exists in its bearings upon deep mining operations. 

Among accurate researches into the temperature of the earth at 
great depths, those of Mr. WALFERDIN are well deserving of atten- 
tion, carried out as they were in a bore-hole deeper than any which 
had previously been executed. The massive and yet contorted prin- 
cipal seam of coal at Creusot being thrown down by a dislocation, 
bore-holes were put down, At the Mouillelonge boring, the depth of 
which was 1216 ft., the increase was found to be 1° Fahr. for 43°1 ft, 
depth. At the Torey boring, 1817 ft. deep, the increase was 1° Fahr, 
for each 56 ft. The results would appear to give a more rapid ratio 
of increase between 550 and 800 metres than between the surface and 
550 metres, and it remained a question whether the effects of percus- 
sion in the deeper bore-hole had been eliminated. Mr. SMyTH regrets 
not being able to find that Mr. WALFERDIN continued his observa- 
tions after the depth of the bore-hole had been increased. That un- 
dertaking was, in fact, fruitlessly continued until it had obtained a 
total depth of 920 metres, or 3017 ft. English; and the impression 
among the local engineers when he visited Creusot, in 1866, was that 
the increment had remained much the same—1° Fahr. for each 54:7 ft. 
By way of comparison, we may be reminded of the elaborate series 
of observations conducted in our deepest English coal shaft, at Dukin- 
field, by Mr. FATRBAIRN, and whence he calculated that from 231 yards 
to 685 yards deep, or 693 ft. to 2055 ft., the bottom of the shaft, the 
increase was such as to give 1° Fahr. for 76°8 ft. At this rate, the 
temperature of boiling water will be reached at the depth of 2} miles 
from the surface, whilst by the French experiment it would occur at 
a depth of about 1} mile. 

The coal miners of Belgium in the exploration of their narrow and 
highly-contorted coal field have within the last few years sunk some 
of their pits, especially in the neighbourhood of Charleroi, to depths 
which in several instances exceed the workings of any other part of 
the world. Mr. SMyTH acknowledges the kindness of Mr. JULES 
GERNAERT, the efficient Inspector-in- Chief under the Belgian Govern- 
ment, for observations recently made in some of these collieries, 
The recorded temperatures, it will be seen, are those of the air in 
various portions of the excavations ; and some allowance may, there- 
fore, be made in those parts where the warmth is increased by the 
presence of men; while the down-draught of the ventilating current 
will be observed to cool in a great degree the neighbourhood of the 
pit. At the Résolu pit, Grand Mambourg Colliery, Montigny, the 
temperatures were—Surface, 33° Fahr.; at 2180 ft deep, 50°; and at 
bottom of upcast (1922 ft.), 72°5° Fahr.; and if the mean annual tem- 
perature of the district be taken at 51° Fahr., it is clear that—the 
observations being made when the thermometer at the surface was 
almost at freezing point— the temperature of all the workings up to 
the face of the coal was considerably reduced by the coldness of the 
in-taken air; and the rate of increase due to the depth can hence 
only be roughly estimated at 1° Fahr. for from 88 to 117 ft. At St. 
Augusta Pit, Bonne Espérance, Montigny, the temperature was 32° 
Fahr. at surface, and 49° Fahr. at 1886 ft.deep. At Poirier Colliery, 
Montigny, the increase was from 32° Fahr. to 57'2° Fahr. in 1843 ft.; 
at Trevson Colliety, from 38°3° Fahr. to 57°2° Fahr. in 2309 ft.; at 
Sacrée Madame Pampreny, from 38°3° Fahr. to 47'3° Fahr. in 1843 ft., 
and to 49°1° Fahr, in 1974 ft.; and at pit Simon Lambert, at Gilly, 
the temperature was 78°8° Fahr, at a depth of 3489 ft.; This latter 
observation is interesting, as taken at the deepest point to which 
man has yet penetrated in the crust of the earth; but its correctness 
is doubted by Mr. GERNAERT, and even if accepted, it can only be 
held along with the others above recorded to verify the general con- 
clusion of the rapid rate at which an in-going current of cold air is 
heated by contact with the rock surfaces, The result is satisfactory 
in a technical point of view, as showing the moderate temperature 
which by means of active ventilation may be made to pervade the 
deep workings, but for scientific deductions we must await the series 
of observations which Mr. GERNAERT proposes to carry out through 
different seasons of the year. 





GEOLOGICAL SURVEY OF CANADA, 
This survey, which has been so ably carried on for the last twenty- 
seven years, under the direction of Sir WILLIAM LOGAN, F.R.S., is 
to be continued for a period of at least five years longer, under an 
Act recently passed by the Parliament of the Dominion, The follow- 
ing is a copy of the Bill alluded to :— 


HER MAJESTY, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House 
of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows :— 
1,—Out of any appropriated monies forming part of the Consolidated Revenue 
Fund of Canada the sum of thirty thousand dollars shall be annually applied 
for the term of five years from the first day of July, one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-seven, to defray the expenses of the Geological Survey of Canada 
during the said term, which sum shall be paid at such times and in such man- 
ner as the Governor in Council may direct, subject to the provisions hereinafter 
made; and any balance remaining unexpended out of the sum appropriated for 
any one year may be applied and expended in the next or any subsequent year, 
in addition to the sum appropriated for such next or subsequent year. 
2.—The Governor may employ a suitable numberof competent persons to make, 
continue, and complete the Geological Survey of Canada, and to furnish a full 
and scientific description of its rocks, soils, and minerals, which shall bé ac- 
companied with proper maps, diagrams, and drawings, and a collection of spe- 
cimeus to illustrate the same, and may direct the publication of such maps and 
drawings as he may deem necessary for that purpose, and the deposit thereof in 
the Geological Museum, as a collection for the whole Dominion of Canada, and 
which shall be open at all reasonable hours to the public, and shall be furnished 
with such books and instruments as may be necessary for the illustration of the 
science and the prosecution of the Survey,and may from time to time order the 
distribution of the publications relative to the Survey and of duplicate speci- 
mens to scientific institutions in Canada and other countries. 
3.—For the purpose of obtaining an accurate basis from which the geological 
and topographical features of the country may be ascertained, and for the pur- 
pose of connecting together local and partial surveys, the director of the Geo- 
logical Survey shall cause permanent marks in some public buildings, or other 
marks of a durable description, to be made at several convenient stations in 
Canada, and shall fix accurately the latitude and longitude, and the relative 
levels thereof, as points of reference, 
4.—All railway and canal companies over which the Parliament of Canada has 
jurisdiction shall, if incorporated after the passing of this Act, furnish to the 
Geological Survey, free of charge, certified copies of all plans and sections of 
their surveys, and all such companies theretofore incorporated shall furnish 
such plans and sections upon the demand of the Director of the Geological Sur- 
vey, and at the cost of the same. 
5.—The Director of the Geological Survey shall make and transmit yearly to 
the Governor, on or before the first day of May, a report showing generally the 
progress made in the Survey. 
6.—An account of the monies expended under the authority of this Act shall 
be laid yearly before the House of Commons during the first fifteen days of each 
Session of Parliament. 
The provisions of the Act are liberal, considering the presentrevenue 
of Canada, and, as the Survey is likely to become one of the permanent 
institutions of the country, there will be less danger than formerly of 
its officers leaving it for more lucrative positions elsewhere. The un- 
certainty of its continuance has hitherto been one of Sir WILLIAM’S 
principal difficulties, The present officers of the Survey are—

AMERICAN RAILWAY ENTERPRISE.—We have at various times no- 
ticed the very great demand which prevails for English iron in the 
United States. There is nothing surprising, however, in this condi- 
tion of affairs when the fact is recalled that there are at present 
39,000 miles of open railway in the United States, upon which, more 
or less, considerable renewals have continually to be effected. Fur- 
ther, a great deal of new railway work is now on hand in the United 
States, the greatest enterprise of all now pending being the Pacific 
line, 1830 miles in length, commencing at Omaha and terminating 
at San Francisco. This most important undertaking is being prose- 
cuted by two companies, the Union Pacific and the Central Pacific. 
Upwards of 600 miles of the line have been completed, and the re- 
maining 1100 miles are expected to be finished by 1871, although some 
delay may result from the difficulties attending the passage of the

MINING, METALS, AND MINERALS—PATENT MATTERS, 
BY MICHAEL HENRY, 
Patent Agent and Adviser, Memb. Soc. Arts, Assoc. Soc. Eng. 

The burning of oil in furnaces is a new feature of the heating art. 
The discovery of mineral oils capable of utilisation. for heating pur- 
s has opened a new field of industrial application, Mr. JAMES 
DONALD, of Glasgow, has specified a patent relating to this subject. 
This improved arrangement comprises the construction of a furnace 
or a combustion chamber, which has its bottom and its sides

lined with fire-brick. The furnace is arched, or roofed over, with 
fire-brick. In the midst of this combustion chamber there is a fire- 


brick contrivance, which may be termed an ignition block, or pier. 
The oil to be burned is admitted by a pipe nozzle, which is placed in 
such a manner as to direct a jet of the oil towards or against the ig- 
nition block. Apertures are provided for the admission of air; these 
apertures are placed by preference on the same side, so that the air 
may be conducted inwards inthesame direction. Ina modification, 
described in the specification, no force except that which is due to a 
very small head or nozzle is used for projecting the oil into the com- 
bustion chamber. And in another modification, which the patentee 
prefers where a more intense heat is required, a jet of steam is made 
to project the oil with considerable force. 

The manufacture of Cast-Steel has formed the subject of a patent 
recently specified by Mr. E. P, ALEXANDER, of Lincoln’s Inn-fields 
(as a communication from abroad by Mr. Francis Ellershausen, of 
Ottawa, in the dominion of Canada, metallurgist). The manufacture 
of cast-steel from iron ore in connection with wrought-iron forms the 
chief object of this invention. The patentee states that, after the 
introduction of carbonised iron into the upper furnace, the inventor 
proposes to smelt wrought-iron in the same furnace, with the addi- 
tion of pulverised iron ore. He usestheiron ore in such quantities that 
the decarbonisation of the smelted wrought-iron may be effected by 
the addition of the oxide of iron (iron ore) before it sinks into the 
bath of the carbonised iron first introduced. In this manner, worn 
out rails of railways may be converted into cast-steel, and these, if 
desired, may be again manufactured into steel rails. 

Mr. DAVID SWAN, jun.,of Maryhill, Lanark, has deposited a pro- 
visional specification for improvements in the manufacture of Zinc. 
He describes his invention as consisting in separating the zinc from 
the materials operated on, and condensing it in the form of fume, 
which is collected, and afterwards treated by well-known processes, 
to obtain the pure metal. For this purpose, the applicant suggests 
the employment of a cupola blast-furnace, or other convenient fur- 
nace, and the ores or materials are introduced into it with such quan- 
titiesof coke or othercarbonaceous matter as may be sufficient to bring 
the entire mass to the heat which will reduce and volatilise the zinc, 
when the impurities will sink to the bottom of the furnace, whence 
they can be withdrawn from time to time. 

No article referring to progress in the industrial arts, at this period, 
can be complete without some reference to the death of the great 
friend of the applied sciences and industrial jurisprudence, HENRY 
LorD BROUGHAM, This generstion may have forgotten him, but an 
earlier one will surely offer a tribute of respect to a great man, whose 
name, pursuits, and career are identified with the useful arts of this 
country. 








FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY, 


We have not much to notice this week in connection with Belgian 
metallurgy. The annual report of the Northern of France Railway 
Company states that the company has ordered 3600 tons of steel rails, 
and 5124 tons of iron sleepers. We have mentioned the Northern of 
France system because it is in some degree connected with Belgium. 
The rails and sleepers in question have been laid down, it may be 
added, in localities where there exist exceptional causes of deterioration, and 
where the rails and sleepers hitherto employed have lasted but a comparatively 
short time. The Sardo-Belgian Mining and Metallurgical Company is paying a 
dividend of 9s. 4d. per share in respect to the exercise 1867. ‘The North of Char- 
leroi Colliery Company is paying a dividend of 11. per share in respect of 1867. 
Meetings are announced as follows :—United West of Mons Collieries Company, 
May 26, at Brussels; Stolberg and Westphalian Lead and Zinc Mines and Found- 
ries Company, May 27, at Aix-la-Chapelle; and Haine St. Pierre Forges, Iron- 
works, and Foundries Company, June 13, at Brussels. 

Reference has been occasionally made under this head to the Mokta- 
el-Hadid (Algeria) Magnetic Iron Minerals Company. Lieut.-Col. 
Playfair, in reporting upon the subject, says—“ The mineral wealth 
of this country appears inexhaustible. I visited the iron mine of 
Mokta-el-Hadid, near Bona; far from realising one’s preconceived idea of a mine, 
it rather recalled to my recollection some of the tales in the ‘ Thousand and One 
Nights.’ It is simply a mountain of iron ; in some places the mineral crops up 
above the surface of the ground, and is worked in immense crater-like cuttings 
to the depth of 106 ft. 8in.; in other places it occurs in sloping veins, always of 
great thickness, resting on a bed of mica schist, and covered with a thin layer 
of indurated clay, mixed with nodules of iron ore. The amount of ore annually 
sent to France is almost 200,000 tons ; it yields 65 per cent. of metallic iron, and 
can be shipped at Bona for 9s, 7d. per ton. At present it has to be taken off to 
the ships by means of barges and steam tugs, and even thus 800 tons can be 
shipped per diem ; but the company are engaged iu the construction of harbour 
works, which will enable vessels to be laden directly from their pier.’ Lieut.- 
Colonel Playfair also obtained specimens of lead, copper, and mercury taken 
from Algerian soil, but could not visit the bearings where they were found, 

The quantity of coal carried by the Western of France Railway Com. 
pany last year amounted to 523,000 tons, as compared with 499,000 
tons in 1866, showing an increase last year of 24,000 tons, The pro- 
portion of English coal carried over the system further increased 
last year, in consequence of the high prices required by French and Belgian col- 
tieries. ‘Thns, the proportion of English coal carried of the total quantity con- 
veyed over the company’s lines rose from 6744 per cent. in 1866 to 71 per cent. in 
1867. The movement of coal at the Dieppe station showed last year a further 
increase of 35,000 tons. It appears that the Northern of France Railway Company 
has carried out sidings for the convenience of the Fléchinelle and Lievin Col- 
liery Companies. In 1867 the Northern of France Company added no less than 
112 locomotives and 10 tenders to its rolling stock, in consequence of the con- 
tinual progress of the traffic, and the gradual increase in the extent of line 
worked. The Paris, Lyons, and Mediterranean Railway Company is, for the 
same reason, finding it necessary to add largely to its locomotive power. In 
1867 the company either made at its own works or received from other makers 
10 goods engines, with their tenders. On the other hand, 6 old engines were 
sold, and 15 goods engines, found too small for the company’s French lines, have 
been devoted to its service in Algeria. Orders have now been given out for 15 
passenger locomotives and 75 goods locomotives ; some of these engines will be 
made in the company’s own workshops, but the bulk of them will be constructed 
by independent mechanical firms. It may be remarked that the total value of 
the steam-engines imported into Francein the first two months of this year was 
11361,, as compared with 49521, in the corresponding period of 1867, and 48001. in 
the corresponding period of 1866. Other kinds of machinery—for spinning, 
weaving, &c.—were imported into France in the first two months of this year 
to the extent of 28,6311., as compared with 38,0091. in the corresponding period 
of 1867, and 62,21¢1. in the corresponding period of 1866. In these totals the 
United Kingdom figured for 25,0291.,as compared with 34,6337. in the corre 
sponding period of 1867, and 60,7141. in the corresponding period of 1866. Agri- 
cultural machines were imported into France in the first two months of this 
year to the value of 2998!., as compared with 862/. in the corresponding period 
of 1867, and 11451. in the corresponding period of 1866. In these totals the 
United Kingdom figured for 27031., as compared with 8031. in the corresponding 
period of 1867, and 10081. in the corresponding period of 1866. Detached pieces 
of machinery, of various kinds, were imported into France in the first two 
months of this year to the value of 12,8801., as compared with 14,176/. to the 
corresponding date of 1867, and 16,9411. to the corresponding date of 1866. In 
these totals the imports from the United Kingdom figured for 94461., as com- 
pared with 11,3111. to the corresponding date of 1867, and 10,4301. to the corre- 
sponding date of 1866. Machine tools, &c., were imported into France to the 
value of 15,2897. in the first two months of this year, as compared with 5696. in 
the corresponding period of 1867, and 819712. in the corresponding period of 1866. 
In these totals the imports for the United Kingdom figured for 76691., as com- 
pared with 31681. to the corresponding date of 1867, and 53671. to the correspond- 
ing date of 1866. Tools of pure steel were imported into France in the first two 
months of this year to the weight of 211 tons, as compared with 214 tons in the 
corresponding period of 1867, and 224 tons in the corresponding period of 1866. 
In these totals the imports from the United Kingdom figured for 128 tons, as 
compared with 120 tons in the corresponding period of 1867, and 125 tons in the 
corresponding period of 1866.

CoAL IN RusstA.—Large and most important discoveries of coal 
have been madein Russia. The mines of one district alone are, according to 
the St. Peterburg journal Golos, capable of supplying annually 400,000 tons for 
150 to 200 years, Since 1864 there have been surveyed in the valley of the Don 
44 beds, the aggregate quantity of which is estimated at 1,234,947,375,000 pouds, 
or more than 18,000,000,000 tons. The Golos asserts that the mineral wealth of 
Russia far exceeds that of England, and at the same rate of production would 
last for two centuries after the English mines were exhausted. 


SIBERIAN COAL IN SAN FRANcISCO.—A cargo of about 200 tons 
Saghalien coal has been imported into the San Francisco market by Freeman, 
Smith, and Co., from the Island of Saghalien, East Siberia. It ha- been prac- 
tically tried by some principal blacksmiths and foundrymen, and proved to be 
of superior quality both for steam and forging purposes, and it is thought that 
it will become a regular and valuable article of importation, as its high cooking 
qualities, freedom from sulphur and nature of the ashes (it. forming no slag), 
speak strongly in its favour. The following is an analysis made by the Pacific 
Chemical Works :—Specific gravity, 1°288; volatile combustible matter, 35°70 ; 
fixed carbon, 54°45; moisture, 1*8; earthy matter, 6°05; gas evolved by 10 lbs. 
avoirdupois of coal, 32 cubic feet. 





MAY 21,—The general tone of trade here has not varied much lately; 
dulness is still complained of in most branches, although some de- 
scriptions are slightly better. There isa little improvement to notice 
in the Steam Coal Trade, the great collieries about Blyth being rather 
better employed ; this amounts to about two days per fortnight. But 
with respect to the house and other coals, the trade continues dull ; 
and as the weather is getting warm they may be expected to be flat 
for some time to come, The Iron Trade is very quiet, still a good busi- 
ness is done in most branches, The low price at which Cleveland iron 
can be produced—that is, pig-iron more p>rticularly—is a great ad- 
vantage, and hence the increased trade with Scotland, France, &e. 
The official prices of pig-iron at Middlesborough continue as follows: 
—No. 1, 47s.6d.; No.3, 43s. 6d.; and No. 4, 42s.6d.; but the market 
on Tuesday was weak. There are now 69,887 tons of iron in the war- 
rant store, a decrease of 100 tons as compared with last week. Com- 
plaints were made of a scarcity of orders for manufactured iron, but 
there is a good demand for puddled bars for Staffordshire, consequent 
on the strike there. In foundries trade is improving, railway chairs 
and pipes being in tolerable request. Coal and coke still flat. Messrs. 
Bolckow, Vaughan, and Co. are about to blowin three splendid new 

last-furnaces, constructed with all the latest improvements, nearly 
100 feet in height. The make of pig-iron in the district is fully main- 
tained, as are the shipments to the Continent and coastwise. Rail, 
angle, and plate mills are fully occupied in most cases, Most of the 
engineering establishments are pretty well occupied. 





REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


May 21.—There is no improvement to be noted in the state of the 
Tron and Coal Trades of the district, which remain very quiet. Most 
of the furnaces continue in blast, from Eckington and Staveley to 
the South, and as a consequence stocks of pigs do not decrease. In 
merchant iron generally there is no increase in the demand, although 
several of the works are kept moderately well going. At nearly all 
the collieries short time is the rule, without any prospect of a change 
for the better, now that the summer may be said to have fairly set 
in. To London the tonnage forwarded is still limited in extent, no 
stronger proof of which may be adduced than the fact that from Clay 
Cross alone there was sent to the metropolis during April, 1867, no 
less than 26,934 tons, whilst last month there were only 21,626 tons. 
The same is also the case with regard to the other collieries, all show- 
ing a falling off. From the Burton-on-Trent district business re- 
mains in about the same state as previously noticed, a moderate trade 
being done from Church Gresley and the neighbourhood to Broms- 
grove, Worcester, Cheltenham, and Tewkesbury. The depression ex- 
isting in the coal and iron trades has in no way retarded the deve- 
lopment of the minerals abounding in the county, for in all parts of 
it collieries are being opened out. In addition to the Clay Cross 
No. 7, where the coal was reached a few days since, the Staveley 
Company are sinking down to the black shale, the seam being a very 
valuable one, and the quality of the coal remarkably good. Thecol- 
liery, which is know as the Waterloo, has been sunk to a depth of 
230 yards, and the coal it is expected will be reached at a further 
depth of about 20yards. At Tibshelf also a newcoal field has been 
taken by Mr. C. Seeley, of the New Birchwood Collieries, the estate 
being the property of the Governors of St. Thomas’s Hospital, Lon- 
don, The proprietors of the Stanton Ironworks, Messrs. Crompton 
and Co,, are opening out some extensive collieries belonging to the 
Countess of Carnarvon. 

There is a slight improvement in a few branches of the Sheffield 
trade, more particularly for heavy steel goods and general railway material, so 
that a much better feeling prevails. At Rotherham and the neighbourhood 
business remains without much alteration, there being some fair orders in hand 
for certain qualities of merchant iron, whilst at Milton and Elsecar there is no 
falling off in the activity which has prevailed at those places for some time. 
The coal trade, however, shows no signs of improvement, so that, as in many 
other districts, the men are kept on short time. To London there is no more 
doing than for some weeks past, so that the tonnage carried by the rallways is 
rapidly decreasing, without any steps being taken by the companies most in- 
terested in the mineral traffic to stop it. There is not so much doing in steam- 
coal for Hull and Grimsby as is usual at this season when the Baltic ports have 
been opened, whilst there has been a considerable falling off in the trade re- 
cently done to Lancashire, owing to the colliers in the Wigan and St. Helen’s 
districts having gone to work on the terms proposed by the masters. Coke con- 
tinues in fair request for the ironworks on the Trent, as well as for other iron- 
making districts. 

Several new collieries are about to be opened out in the South York- 
shire district, amongst others spoken of is one on the extensive estate of Earl 
Manners, near Wath, and another on the line of the Denaby Main, which is the 
deepest in the county, and where the coal Is said to be thicker than at almost any 
other colliery. At the Oaks Colliery the men continue to clear away the vast 
quantities of fallen stuff which blocks up the roads, and prevents the recovery 
of many of the bodies. It is, however, expected that no inconsiderable number 
will shortly be'met with, and, in expectation of such being the case, a good many 
coffins have been sent down to the colliery during the week. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


MAY 21.—There seems to be a slight increase in the orders received 
for iron, but it is, after all, a question whether if all the puddlers were 
in they would be any more fully employed; they are gradually going 
in, and by this time there can scarcely be any who hope to succeed in 
the struggle; in fact, it is stated that at one meeting it was decided 
to give up the struggle, in the hope of better times. A publication, 
stating that under the reduced scale a puddler can only earn 23s, 44d. 
a week, has called forth a rejoinder from Mr, G. Adams, agent at the 
Monmoor Ironworks of the Messrs. Wright and North, near Wolver- 
hampton. He states that the puddler who put forward the handbill 
containing this statement earned 4/, 3s, 10d. in the fortnight preceding 
the strike, after paying his under-hand, and that at the present rate 
of wages he would have earned 3/7. 13s. 4d., or 17. 16s. 8d. a week, and 
27. Os. 114d. had he worked full time. Mr. Adams admits that it is 
not everyone who could earn as much, but says that every puddler at 
the works might have earned from 30s. to 32s, a week since the re- 
duction in wages was made. It is, however, stated that this would 
not be the ease at every kind of work. 

The article in the Mining Journal respecting the use of Northamp- 
tonshire ore has excited some attention. This ore, however, has been 
used in South Staffordshire for many years, and the general impres- 
sion is that it is only as a mixture that its use is consistent to the pro- 
duction of superior iron; and a writer in the Wolverhampton Chro- 
nicle, well acquainted with the Cleveland district, insists that the ore 
must be smelted where it is got. 

There is a partial strike in the thick coal district against a reduc- 
tion in the wages of men employed in long workings to the rates paid 





in these mines, the masters contending that there is no reason for 
any difference, as the plan of working the thick seam at twice does 
away with the special difficulty and danger attending the getting of 
the 10-yard seam. The dispute does not apply to many firms. 

A dreadful accident occurred on Friday morning at the Cannock 
Chase Colliery, of which Mr. McLean, the well-known engineer, is the principal 
proprietor. A band, with eight men and boys, was safely lowered, but when, in 
the second descent, the skip had got 20 yards from the surface, the wire-rope 
broke, the skip, the rope, and the iron dolly went down theshaft. Five men wero 
killed on the spot, a boy died the same night, and two others lie with broken 
limbs, one having two fractures. The shaft ts 100 yards deep, but the lower 
seams having been worked ont, it Was covered over at a depth of 45 yards, A 
preliminary inquest was held on Monday, at which Mr. M’Ghee, the manager, 
said the rope had been in use for nearly two years, He counted 26 wires which, 
he said, had been freshly broken, It was the duty of the head engineer to exa- 
mine the ropes. A witness, who went down with the first band, and had two 
brothers in the second, said he did not see anyone examine the skip or the tackle 
before they descended. The enquiry was adjourned to June ll. This colliery 
has been particularly distinguished for the admirable way in which it was laid 
out, and the very superior character of the machinery and of all the appliances, 
and hitherto it has been pecullarly free from accidents. In this case the great 
question will be whether any indications of the rope giving way appeared before 
the morning of the accident. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 

MAY 21.—In the Iron Trade a little better feeling is prevailing, 
but the progress towards improvement is but slow. Circumstances 
tending to strengthen the good feeling springing up and to encou- 
rage commercial transactions are not wanting, and the prospects of 
peace for a lengthened period will, no doubt, have a beneficial ef- 
fect on the business with continental markets; but, as an instance 
of the existing competition, it may be mentioned that a Belgian house 
has just taken a contract for 30,000 tons of rails at a price below what 
no Welsh maker could accept. Rails continue to be shipped to the 
United States and the British colonies, and there are a few orders 
remaining on the books, chiefly for America ; and out of the 31,732 
tons shipped last month, New York took no less than 16,093 tons, 
being more than one-half of the total quantity cleared. The leading 
American railways are in want of large quantitiesof rails, and it is be- 
lieved that as soon as the decision of the Senate respecting the im- 
peachment of the President is known, and the political strife which 
has lately prevailed is succeeded by a more desirable state of tran- 
quility, orders that have of late been withheld will find their way to 
this country. From the Continent the rail orders coming in are 
somewhat limited; but as the railway system becomes developed 
there is a probability of a large increase in the demand. Clearances 
will be made in a few days to Riga, Cronstadt, and Randers, and 
strong hopes are entertained that the Russian empire will be a good 
customer during the summer months. The contemplated extension 
of railways in India when carried out will cause an increase in the 
demand from that country, and it is expected that a fair portion of 
the orders will reach the hands of makers in this district. On home 
account specifications are not offered with the freedom that many 
expected, railway managers being still extremely cautious how they 
enter upon any expenditure that can possibly be avoided or post- 
poned. Pigs continue firm at current quotations, and there is a fair 
amount of business being transacted, Tin-plates are easier in price, 
but no great reduction is likely to take place, as there are no stocks 
in manufacturers’ hands. American enquiries are beginning to get 
more numerous, 

There is a tolerably fair demand for Steam Coal for the East and 
French markets, while to the other continental ports the enquiry is 
about the average. From South America the demand has slightly 
fallen off, but this will, no doubt, be only for a limited period, as 
large quantities are bought with something like regularity for that 
country. For house qualities the sale continues tolerably good, ship- 
ments being slightly above the average. The strike may now be said 
to have terminated in the South Wales coal field, the men having agreed to ac- 
cept the masters’ terms, In last Week's report it wasstated that the Monmouth- 
shire house colliers had offered to accept Id. per ton reduction, which the mas- 
ters refused ; and the colliers, seeing the uselessness of continuing on strike for 
a longer period, have given way gone to work on the full redaction. The dls- 
pute extended over a perlod of fifteen weeks, and had the men only had the clear 
sightedness of seeing the necessity fora reduction at first a large amount of the 
misery, privation, and want experienced would have been prevented, 

Once more the Emigration movement has commenced in the iron 
and coal districts, and it is generally believed a large number of the most skil- 
ful artizans will have left the mother country before the close of the present 
season to seek what they believe more regular and profitable employment in dis- 
tant climes. The movement has, no doubt, been stimulated by the large redue- 
tion just carried out in the wages of ironworkers and colliers, for the men openly 
declare that the amount they now earn is scarcely sufficient to provide the ac- 
tual necessaries for their famiiles, leave alone comforts they consider they ought 
to be able to enjoy by their honest industry. At Merthyr, and the populous lo- 
calities around, an emigration society is in course of formation, to which it ts 
believed nearly the whole of the workmen will contribute, and thefunds raised 
are devoted towards assisting those who are desirous of emigrating to leave the 
country ; and there are no fears entertained of the scheme proving a failure, 
As on previous occasions, the largest portion who leave the country proceed to 
the United States, and the minority to the British colonies. What effect the 
movement wil! have on the labour market it is at present impossible to say; 
but, should any decided improvement take place in the iron trade, it is gene- 
rally believed that the want of skilled labour would soon be experienced, as the 
best and steadiest workmen have been the chief movers in the scheme. 

Both Gadly’s iron and Gadly’s coal will be represented at the 
forthcoming Industrial Exhibition at Havre. ‘The specimen of coal consists of 
a single block, weighing nearly 14 ton, and the sample of iron will also be an 
attractive one. 

The workmen employed at the Caerleon Tin-Plate Works coutem- 
plate presenting their late manager, Mr. William Jones, with a testimonial in 
recognition of the admirable manner in which he conducted the aboveestablish- 
ment for a period of more than 30 years. The testimonial will be presented in 
about a fortnight or three weeks. Mr. Jones lately left the Caerleon Works to 
take the management of the Swansea Iron and Tin-Plate Works at Cwmbwrla, 

The first sod of the Alexandra (Newport) Docks is to be cut by 
Lady Tredegar, the lady of the Chairman, Lord Tredegar, on Thursday next. 
Trade generally will be suspended on the occasion, and a grand demonstration 
will take place, in which the various trades and friendly societies will take part. 
The portion of the work to be carried out at first will involve an outlay of nearly 
300,0001., and the undertaking when completed will afford ample facilities for 
the exportation of iron and coal, which abounds so plentifully in the district. 

Another serious colliery explosion has to be recorded, the scene of 
the catastrophe being this time the Carnarvon Colliery, near Llanelly, the pro- 
perty of the Techon Colliery Company (Harries and Co.), by which four men lost 
their lives, The cause of the explosion is, as usual, involved in mystery; 60 to 
70 were at work at the time, but all managed to escape except four. The pit 
has three levels, with up and down-cast shafts, each about 25 fms. deep. It is 
well ventilated, the arrangements generally being of the most approved cha- 
racter; and the colliery has always had the reputation of good management. 
The names of the deceased are David Bevan, age 64 ; John Hopkins, 34; Thomas 
Phillips, 27: and Thomas Richards, 20, The four were overpowered by that 
deadly element, the after-damp, before the volunteers who descended the pit 
could reach them. 

It is satisfactory to find that the dispute at the Aberdare Works 
between masters and men has been adjusted, and operations we resumed on 
Monday last, the hands having submitted to the drop. 





REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 


MAY 20.—There has been a little more business done in our Pig- 
Iron market this week, but the makers must either be shipping pretty 
largely themselves, or else buyers must be finding their way to them 
direct, as the shipments show a far greater business than what has 
taken place on’Change. The foreign shipments have this week nearly 
reached 8500 tons, while the coastwise exceeded considerably 5500 tons, 
the whole forming a total of 14,255 tons, against 13,350 tons same week 
in 1867. The total shipments this year to date are 205,070 tons, against 
242,205 tons in the preceding year, leaving a deficit on this year of 
37,135 tons. At the beginning of the week the market opened flat and 
easy ; and yesterday prices had fallen 3d. a ton from the close of the 
previous week, with, however, a change of several! thousands tons war- 
rants. To-day the market was again weaker, and a few transactions 
took place at 51s, 104d. cash—the lowest price this year—and 52s, and 
52s,14d.a month; closing at 51s.104d. cash, sellers 52s. No.1, g.m.b., 
52s, 3d.; No. 3, 50s. 3d.; makers’ iron as last quoted, To-morrow is 
a holiday, being held in honour of the Queen’s birthday. Malleable 
Iron is now so easy in price, and there is such a scarcity of orders, 
that makers are looking forward to the future with less of hope than 
they could wish. The quotations of all kinds of bar-iron are nomi- 
nally unchanged, but they cannot be realised here, and makers are 
only getting as near the list price as their customers will allow. Ship 
iron is even less firm in price, and the demand is becoming more re- 
stricted. The ironfounders are complaining of want of occupation, 
and it is reported that our largest pipe-maker is about to reduce his 
staff of hands by one-half. 

The Coal Trade is so dull that the whole of the employees—from col- 
liers up to the highest official—could be spared a holiday of several 
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months, Wherever one turns his steps through the coal districts 
there is the same complaint—nothing doing. Pits’ mouths and all 
around are heaped with coals, sidings are choked, wagons standing 
filled for days without being moved—nobody wants coals, even though 
prices are at the lowest. I have just heard a doubt expressed if coals 
might not be had for the mere asking—without money and without 
price. The colliers, however, are about to right all this, by resorting 
to their universal panacea—a strike; which, like Holloway’s pills, 
cures every manner of disease with alike celerity. Ata meeting of 
representatives from the districts of Maryhill, Glasgow (norta and 
south), Boillieston, Hamilton, Larkhall, Motherwell, and Wishaw, 
held near Uddingston last week, and at which there would be a gather- 
ing of some 1500, of course after Mr, McDonald had delivered him- 
self, resolutions were passed— 

* Demanding an increase of 1s. per day on the present rate of wages (which is 
3s. per day in some places, and 3s, 6d, in others), and pledging in the event of 
their demand not being complied with to strike work that day four weeks. It 
was further resolved to take steps to agitate the whole country on the subject 
by means of an executive committee, and to raise a general levy of 6d. per man 





to defray the expense of this; and it was recommended that in each district 
there should be an tdle day every Thursday, for the purpose of giving the men 


an opportunity to meet and agitate their grievances,’’ 

If this strike really takes place the coalmaster will reap some advan- 
tage, but the colliers would be reduced to hopeless beggary, and the 
community would have to pay an enhanced price for the article. By 
way of showing, however, how the ironmasters view this high resolve 
of the colliers, the Monkland Iron and Steel Company have given 
intimation of a further reduction in colliers’ wages of 6d. a day, so 
that they have a fair pretext for striking,’if they have a mind to do 
it. A conference of delegates has been fixed for the 25th inst. at 
Motherwell, with the view of ascertaining how the demand for the 
extra shilling a day had been received at the various collieries in the 
districts named; and it will depend to some extent on the report 
which the “spies” will then produce what course will be eventually 
taken. Last week's meeting was also held adjourned till June 18 
next, in the event of a strike becoming necessary. 





A CoALrit ON Frre.—On Sunday afternoon it was discovered tha 
the New Wallsend Pit, better known as the Elgin Northern Pit, belonging to Mr. 
Thomas Spowart, was on fire. The pit, which was opened only 14o0r 15 months 
ago, issituated near Boorshall, about three miles tothe north-east of Dunferm- 
line. The fire originated at the bottom of the pit. It is supposed that the fur- 
nace had become overheated, and the pit being quite dry, the bottom stoop caught 
fire, and then the woodwork. The ropes hanging down and the cages having 
also caught fire, the flames soon reached thetop frames and scaffolding. A num- 
ber of men endeavoured to subdue the fire and keep it from spreading by throw- 
ing on water, but for a long time this did not prove very effectual. Volumes of 
smoke were coming up the mouth of the pit, and fears were entertained that 
the fire at the bottom was very serious. Some time in the evening a few men 
went down the new Elgin Pit, not far distant from the burning pit, and with 
which there is communication ; but they could not proceed in consequence of the 
bad air. Latein the evening the men at the pit-head sueeceded in cutting off 
communication between the burning material and the accumulated coal, but this 
was not before a serious amount of damage had been done. Shortly before 12 
the fire at the top was checked, but the rubbish smouldered away for several 
hours on the following morning. ‘There was then no danger, however, as it was 
separated from the main heapof coal, and could not spread further, The burn- 
Ing still went on below ground, and when water was poured down the shaft the 
smoke came up In thicker volumes. Karly in the morning, Mr. RK. Muir, the 
manager, and between 20 and 380 men, went down the Elgin Pit, and proceeded to 
the place where the coal was burning. By strenuous efforts the party succeeded 
about 4 o'clock in extinguishing the fire, at least so far as they could observe, 
The damage tothe workings Is extensive, and, unfortunately for the miners em- 
ployed, tt will be some time before the pit can be put into working condition. 





FOREST OF DEAN.—We are glad to be able to report that the coal 
trade of this district tends to further activity, and we find thatthe coal 
merchants are doing a fair amount of business. With reference to 
the Dean Forest Central Railway, we are informed on good authority 
that it is expected that line will be opened by June 1; in fact, it is 
reported that two of the colliery proprietors have received notice to 
hold themselves in readiness to send coal down the line by a certain 
fixed date. However, as we have reported before, we have failed to 
discover from whence a large supply of coal can at present be ob- 
tained, The only collieries that are capable of yielding a present 
supply, and immediately adjoining the railway, are the New Fancy 
Colliery, and a smaller one worked in the Howbeach Valley by a Mr. 
Holmes. At the very most the yield from the former, under their 
present arrangements, could not be more than 400 tons per day, and 
from the latter not even 100 tons per day. The dividend, therefore, 
that may be expected to accrue to the shareholders from this traftic 
must be small indeed. There are, however, two or three coliieries 
partially developed that would contribute a considerable quantity of 
coal if their proprietors were to put them in working condition, in 
order to further their proper development. Itappears that the Hon. 
James Kenneth Howard is about to exercise the power conferred on 
him by the Acts of Ist and 2nd Vic., chap. 43, and the 24th and 25th 
Vic., cap. 40, and has given notice, as one of the Commissioners of 
Iler Majesty’s Woods, Forests, and Land Revenues, and the Gaveller 
of the Forest of Dean, have determined that the Galeage, or Dead or 
Certain Rents, and several royalties or tonnage duties now payable 
to Her Majesty in respect of the undermentioned gales of coal and 
iron mines shall cease on the 2ith day of June next. This notice 
also informs us that the amount to be fixed in respect of the new 
galeage rents and royalties on tonnage duties to be paid for the 21 
years next ensuing, according to the provision of the said Acts, shall 
apply to the Morgan’s Folly Colliery, No. 3, and the Prince of Wales 
Iron Mine, Dean Meend Iron Mine, Fairplay Iron Mine, Earl Fitz- 
harding Iron Mine, Frog Pit Iron Mine, Eastbach Iron Mine, and 
Tufton Iron Mine. It appears arrangements have been come to by 
the Messrs. Goolds Brothers to keep their furnaces at Sewdley in blast 
for a time, but how long cannot be ascertained, 





THE Burry SYSTEM, AND Its Evits.—A striking instance of the 
danger of placing ignorant men in responsible positions was afforded 
in the case of William Hopley, heard before the Ironbridge magis- 
trates, on Tuesday; yet, owing to 2 legal technicality, the delinquent 
escaped punishment. The proceeding in question gave rise to two charges, the 
first by the butty against some colliers, and the second by the Inspector against 
the butty. William Hopley, chartermaster of two of the Madeley Court Pits, 
belonging to Mr. W. O. Foster, M.P., charged three men with breach of the spe- 
celal rules and of the Mine Inspection Act. Hopley agreed with the holers, who 
work plecework, that they should come up the pit at 1 o'clock, or when they bad 
done their work. On March 25 the defendants came to No. 1 pit at a little before 
1 o'clock to be drawn up, signalled for the doubles to be put on, and removed the 
weight at No. 2 pit. Hopley ordered the weight to be replaced, and told the 
men that if they came up he would not landthem. They got in notwithstand- 
ing, and rode up and down the shaft nine times. For the defence it was stated 
that the signal at No.2 pit was out of order, and that the weight was removed 
to attract attention before the men came up, that they did not get into the dou- 
bles until after 1 o'clock ; and also that they were only bound to obey the rea- 
sonable orders of the butty, and that to remain in the pit was not one, No 
evidence was offered against Jones, and the others were each fined 10s., and 
1/. 88. costs. Mr. Wynne, the Government Inspector of Mines, then charged 
Ilopley with having allowed the men to be drawn up ten times and let down nine 
times In No, 2 pit, whilst winding full skips of coal at No. 1 pit. He considered 
it one of the most monstrous things he had ever heard of in his experience ; it 
was risk enough for the men to ascend and descend a shaft in the ordinary way, 
and that they should be drawn up and let down a succession of times, at the whim 
of a chartermaster, who ought, above all, to know the rules, and set an example 
in obeying them, was a most monstrous thing. The case was ultimately dis- 
missed, the magistrates considering that it had not becn proved that the coals 
were being drawn at the same time. 





THE INSTITUTION OF CIVIL ENGINEERS.—At the closing business 
meeting for the present session, held on Tuesday, Mr. Charles Hutton Gregory, 
President, in the chair, nine candidates were duly elected, including as Members: 
Mr. T. Login, F.R.S.E., Executive Engineer of the 1st Class in the P.W.D. of 
the Government of India ; Mr. Wm, Teasdel, Resident Engineer, Great Yarmouth 
Port and Haven ; and Mr. Edward Williams, general manager of the mines, col- 
lieries, and iron works of Messrs. Bolekow, Vaughan, and Co., Middlesborough ; 
and, as Associates, Mr. Henry Samuel Ellis, Exeter; Mr. Charles Higgins, Sur- 
veyor, Islington; Mr. Wm. Hurst, Paddington ; Mr. Samuel Joseph Mackie, 
Bayswater ; Mr, John Palmer Smythtes, assistant engineeer, Furness and Mid- 
land Railway ; and Mr. Arthur John Whalley, Monte Video. It was also an- 
nounced that Mr. Nicholas Charles Szerelmey had been admitted a Student. The 
total number of elections during the session 1867-68 has been 150—45 members, 
and 105 associates. The register of the Institution now contains the names of 
16 honorary members, 641 members, 914 associates, and 123 students, in all 1694, 
as against 1449 of the varicus classes at the same date last year, including at that 
time 20 honorary members, 591 members, 834 associates, and 4 graduates. The 
class of students has been created during the session just concluded, to take the 
place of the old graduate class, which is now abolished, 








MISREPRESENTATION IN PROSPECTUSES.—The case of Hollows «. 
Fernie, which has been only just reported In the law journals, and of which there 
has been no newspaper report, Was the last case heard by Lord Chancellor Chelms- 
ford, who, upon his retirement, delivered judgment at his private residence, 
pursuant to the provisions of the Act 15 and 16 Vict., c. 80, 8. 64. The bill filed 
in this case prayed for relief from a contract entered into by the plaintiff to 
take shares in the British and South American Steam Navigation Company, on 


the ground of misrepresentation in the prospectus, which had been issued sub- 
sequently to the Memorandum and Articles of Association. The prospectus stated 
that the company would commence operations with six steamships, which were 
guaranteed to steam 10 knots, and * being fully rigged as clipper ships, would 
perform the voyages regularly,’’ within certain specified times, The company 
was a bona fide undertaking, but at the time the prospectus was issued the di- 
rectors had entered into contracts for the purchase of two ships only. Lord 
Chelmsford held that the misrepresentation complained of was not such as to 
entitle the plaintiff to relief. 





FOREIGN MINES. 


St. JOHN DEL Rey MINING CoMPANY (Limited).—Advices re-

Morro Velho, April 16.—MATERIAL STAMPED: It will be seen from the re- 
turns now forwarded that the produce from the stone quarried, and available 
for reduction in the stamps, has been very small. The result of the Gamba ore 
in treatment will also be found in the advices previously received, and further 
information is conveyed on the subject by this mail. It will also be found that 
steps are being taken to get at other and better ore as rapidly as practicable, 
and that within the past few daya small quantity of ore has been obtained from 
the portion left in the vicinity of No. 8stull in the Bahu Mine. It is hoped 
within afew weeks that a better produce may beobtained. The views expressed 
in your despatch respecting poor mineral—‘t that except when it is probable 
that new works may lead to new deposits of ore these works should not becon- 
tinued with unprofitable results,’ shall have our best attention, and be kept 
in view in making our plans and arrangements for getting a supply of better 
mineral for the stamps. 

REDUCTION DEPARTMENT.—A little reduction has now been made in the 
number employed in this department, and a further diminution will be effected 
in the labour cost. 

GAIA FORMATION PRODUCE.—I am much disappointed in the gold return from 
the formation here, but at the same time I am unwilling to say that we have 
given it a fair trial, as regards either the condition of the mineral stamped, or 
the tonnage of the ore. Until we get the lower tramway ready for work, and 
the wagons placed on it for the delivery of the broken ore into the stamps, we 
shall not be able to keep a proper account of the tonnage of the ore treated. 
An approximation may be made in the way previously indicated, but this would 
not give contidence as to accuracy, and attempting it might mislead, and, there- 
fore, is undesirable, 

GABIROBA ORE.—A portion of this ore, conveyed down by carts, a distance 
of about two miles by road, is now being reduced at the eastern side of the Gaia 
stamping-mlll. Iis gold contents per assay of sand from the stamps coffers is 
shown at 2°833 oitavas per ton. As yet I do not know what the actual produce 
of gold from the stamps may be, but judging from the assay it cannot be very 
good, I am momentarily looking for the return of the first division of April.

AUSTRALIAN MINES. 


The Melbourne Argus publishes a statement of the amount of gold 
and silver produced in Victoria and California since the discovery of the metals 
in those countries. ‘In the past 17 years 33,910,952 ozs. of gold were raised in 
Victoria, representing a money value of 135,6 Ost. : and the yield of Callfornia 
for the 18 years ending in December, 1866, Was $696,658,331 worth of gold, or 
36,944,890 ozs., or, at 41. per 0Z., 147,779,5601. In V ictoria the maximum yield 
was attained in 1856, and there has been agradual decline since, ‘The gold yield 
of California reached its culminating point in 1853, and the exportation of trea- 
sure gradually fell until 1861, when the silver of Nevada and the gold of Idaho 
began to come in, and the amount of shipments rapidly roseagain, The last es- 
timate of the annual gold yield of California was $27,000,000, or 1,421,050 0zs., 
which is less than the lowest yield of Victoria since 1851. The falling off in the 
gold yield, however, was amply compensated for by the discovery of the silver 
mines of Nevada in 1859. Thereis, of course, no comparison between the silver 
yield of the two countries, there being no silver returns for Victoria but those 
from the mine of St. Arnaud, at which work cannot fairly be said to have com- 
menced up to the present time. The silver mines of Nevada prove more pro- 
ductive every year, and in 1866 they produced silver to the value of $16,500,000, 
Up to the end of that year the total yield from the first discovery in 1859 was 
$70,725,000, of which $66,000,000 were from the Comstock lead, 1,500,000 tons of 
ore having been taken from this remarkable mine. The length of the lode at 
present opened up is a mileand three-quarters. There are 13 large mills and 14 
smaller ones at work on it, one of which has been yielding $4,000,000 per annum. 
The average yield per ton for 1867 was about 8l. 5s. ‘The Comstock lode at its 
greatest known depth is 55 ft. thick, and the ore under the water level is almost 
identical with that of St. Arnaud, the treatment required being nearly the same. 
It has been proved beyond doubt that the yield increases with the depth of sink- 
ing, and this fact should act as an incentive to the promoters of the St. Arnaud 
Mine. In California the falling off in the gold returns has been more than 
balanced by the later discoveries of silver, and it may be that similar good for- 
tune awaits this colony.” ——— 


YUDANAMUTANA COPPER.—Capt. Terrell, March 21 :—Blinman 
Mine—No. 1 winze: The lode here is still looking exceedingly well; the men 
have been stoping the whole of this month, and have raised a splendid pile of 
ore; lode about 14 ft. wide, and 18 ft. long, nearly solidore.

ALUMINIUM—A FIELD FOR SCIENTIFIC EFFORT.—It would seem 
that so valuable a metal as aluminum, distributed (in the form of an oxide) more 
generally and plentifully over the globe than iron is, might be procured with no 
greater expenditure of labour, time, and money than iron. The factof its being 
presented only in the form of an oxide need not militate against its reduction 
from its matrix ina metallicform. Some of the best of tron—that cheapest, but 
mnost valuable of metals—is produced from its oxide. To be sure, we cannot 
apply the same crude means to the reduction of aluminium from its base, mother 
clay, that we can use in the reduction of iron; and this is just where scientific 
knowledge and practical talent are needed. We want the metal ; the exigences 
of the times demand its general use. It will readily combined with other metals, 
as Copper, iron, gold, &c., and with them forms very valuable alloys. Some of its 
qualities seem to recommend the metal or its alloys as a material for minting, 
and others stamp it as of vast value in the arts. What we now need is its pro- 
duction in sufficient quantities and cheap enough to be employed in the arts,—

By the plan now introduced the premiums are precisely the same as for an 
ordinary Hfe assurance, while by applying the bonuses in the first instance ex- 
clusively in extinguishing the annual premium, the policy is rendered secure at 
the earliest possible period ; and, this all-important object attained, the subse- 
quent bonuses are then applied from time to time to shorten the interval at 
which the sum assured itself becomes payable. 

It is scarcely necessary to point out that a policy, the premiums upon which 
cease after a given number of payments, increases in value much more rapidly 
than an ordinary life assurance, and also affords a more complete security in the 
event of the assured requiring a temporary advance from a banker or private 
friend. 

By the unusual facilities now offered the directors believe that they have suc- 
ceeded In affording to the policy holders of this soclety, in the most simple, eco- 
nomical, and convenient form possible, a system of assurance whereby a provi- 
sion for self in old age is combined with a provision for a famlly in ‘the gyent 
of premature death. |! ) V
